The resumption of equally and mutually beneficial cooperation between Albania and 
the “socialist family of nations" would, in the view of the GDR paper, “respond to 
the long-range interests of the Albanian people as well as to the cause of peace 
and socialism."

/Text/ The Eighth Congress of Albania's Party of Labor met from 1-7 November last 
in Tirana, the Albanian capital. This congress coincided with the 40th anniversary 
of the party's establishment, the inevitable result of a long and difficult struggle 
by the Albanian people for national and social liberation. 


The Great October Socialist Revolution had exercised a notable influence on the 
Albanian workers movement. The struggle of the Albanian people for national inde- 
oendence and the territorial integrity of the country received a strong impetus 
from the annulment of secret imperialist treaties (designed further to partition 
Albania) by the workers and farmers government in Soviet Russia. 


The revolutionary fervor in the world generally gained strength after the victorious 
October Revolution in Russia. One of its elements was the Albanian revolution of 
June 1924, which featured antifeudalism and anti-imperialism. Once it was suppres- 
sed, the Zogu regime took power and tried by terror and force to stifle the revolu- 
tionary movement in Albania. However, reaction was unable to break the fighting 
spirit of Albanian patriots. 








In 1929 a communist group arose in Korce, the first political organization of the 
Albanian working class. In the following years commnist organizations sprang up 
in Tirana, Shkoder, Fier, Vlore, Elbasan and Cjirokaster. 


In 1939 Albania was occupied by the Italian fascists. At that time the communists 
took the lead in the struggle against the foreign occupation force and domestic 
reaction. The danger threatening the country made it imperative to establish a 
political party able to become a national force, the advance guard of the popular 
liberation movement. Ia November 1941 delegates from communist groups met (illegal- 
ly) in Tirana. They resolved to found the Communist Party of Albania. Carrying 

on comprehensive political work with the masses this communist party «wnited all 
antifascist forces in the National Liberation Front and led it into battle for the 
liberation of the country and the establishment of the popular power. 


In 1944, thanks to the victorious advance of the Aoviet Army on the Balkan, the 
popular democratic revolution prevailed. It offered the Albanian people also the 
opportunity to carry out profound socioeccnomic changes and to build up socialism. 
In close cooperation with the Soviet Union and the other socialist countries 
Albania was able within a very short period to overcome the heavy burden of the 
past and develop into an agrarian-inaustrial state. 


We all know that, in the early 1960's, the Albanian leadership abandoned the tried 
and tested way of cooperation with the socialist fraternal states. The latter have 
since made repeated overtures to the Socialist People's Republic of Albania, 
s‘ati“g their r@adi“ess for the development of all-round coopération with that 
country. 


No doubt resumption of equal and mutually beneficial cooperation between the 
Socialist People's Republic of Albania and the socialist family of nations would 
respond to the long-range interests of the Albanian people as well as the cause of 
peace and socialism. 
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PARLIAMENTARY LEADER DISCUSSES PLATFORMS, POLICIES 


Algiers AL-MUJAHID in Arabic 11 Dec 81 pp 18, 19

/Text/ AL-MUJAHID has taken the opportunity to hold this conversation with Mr 
Stanko Todorov, member of the Political Bureau and chairman of the Bulgarian 
National Council, in which he replied to a group of questions that included inm- 
portant issues, during his visit to Algeria. 


AL-MUJAHID: In the framework of the efforts the Group of 77 is exerting in the 
international context on behalf of a new international economic order, how do you 
view the need for coordinating the activities of the parliaments of the countries 
in this group in order to bring such a system about? 


Answer: We realize that the colonialist imperialist system has broken down under 
the pressure of popular movements which have involved many independent countries 
that have pursued the road to independent development. However, these fledgling 
countries, which have become liberated from subjection to colonialism, are still 
subordinate and subject to the capitelist countries in the economic and social 
fields to varying degrees. 


The initiative of this group of countries’ is progressing along tne road to de- 
velopment in the framework of the United Nations, with the objective of changing 
the system dominating international economic relations. It is characterized by 
progressivism and hostility to imperialism. We support it and the documents the 
United Nations has approved, in particular the statement and working program to 
establish a new international economic system and the covenant of nations’ economic 
rights and obligations. These documents can help impart a democratic stamp to the 
system that controls international economic relations, but we must not forget that 
the capitalist countries are trying to crush the unity of the Group 77 and to pre- 
serve their privileged positions in spite of their apparent agreement /to these 
documents/. 


While our country expresses its support for the notion of reorganizing interna- 
tional economic relations, it requests that this be done on the basis of equality 
and democracy. Meetings of the "north-south" type are limited in terms of contents 











and goals and cannot by themselves lead to comprehensive solutions to international 
economic problems. The Bulgarian People's Republic believes that the problems of 
international economic relations ar. of concern to every country and that these 
problems are not receptive to temporary or partial solutions. They must be studied 
in the context of the existing bodies in the United Nations. 


Coordinating the activities of third world parliaments in the framework of this 
trend is undoubtedly essential. 


AL-MUJAHID: Among the responsibilities that have been assigned to parliaments is 
that of defencirg and at the same time preserving the gains of the masses of the 
people who have given them their trust. What activities has the Bulgarian parlia- 
ment pursued on behalf of its people, and peace loving peoples? 


Answer: In socialist Bulgeric, the people represent the source of all authority 
and have all the authority. This power is exercised by the National Assembly and 
by the locai people's assemblies which the people elect on the basis of the right 
to equal direct secret public votes. 


The National Assembly, in its capacity as an expression of the will and authority 
of the people, uses its powers to defend and protect the gains of the workers and 
the fruits of their labor and struggles. Here I can mention three major points of 
emphasis in its activities: 


First, the National Assembly is the sole legislative body. In its eight electoral 
periods, it has issued the laws required deeply to implant public ownership of the 
means of production as an economic basis for socialist society. 


The law includes the individual's right to own such things as private property 

when that means satisfying his personal and family needs. The constitution and 

the laws spell out the basic rights and duties of citizens: the right to a job, 

to choice of occupation, to a comfortable life, to insurance, to retirement 
pensions ard to social assistance, the right to free education and to free medical 
care, the freedom and sanctity of the individual, freedom of religion and con- 
science, and freedom of expression, the press, assembly and demonstration. These 
rights entail duties: citizens must carefully and fully carry out the stipulations 
of the constitution and the laws, offer beneficial labor for society, preserve 
socialist attainments and strive to expand them, and strive to support the economic, 
defense and political power of the nation. Here I would like to point out that our 
constitution requires every Bulgarian to work to preserve and support peace. 


Second, the National Assembly is the supreme body regulating the orientation of 
social development planning. It approves the country's economic social development 
plans and also reports on their execution. The assembly approves the state budget. 


A session will soon be held to ratify the second 5-year plan, which covers the 
period 1981 through 1985. We will also be meeting to approve the 1982 plan and 
budget. The assembly's permanent committees are now studying the drafts which 
the government has presented to them and are preparing them for study. 











Third, the National Assembly conducts final oversight over the activities of the 
various bodies of the state. It listens to reports on the activities of the govern- 
ment and officials in the ministries and departments, and it conducts parliamentary 
investigations and adopts suitable measures. 


I would like to point out that the National Assembly's role is constantly expanding; 
this is expressive of socialism's natural tendency toward deepening and expanding 
socialist democracy. 


The people's assemblies are in the fullest sense of the word bodies with unlimited 
powers through which workers can guide the process of the development of the economy 
and health and social activity and improve housing conditions and cultural and 
educational activities. They truthfully perform social self-management and carry 
out their activity with the support of the masses and mass organizations. 


Our people do not try to set themselves apart from other people. Therefore you 

will find that the bodies that represent them--the National People's Assembly and 
the people's assemblies--are exceptionally active in the field of strengthening 
relations of friendship and cooperation with all friendly peoples. Our parliament's 
permanent demand is that peace in our universe be strengthened, and this must be 
considered the most lofty and sacred right of all the peoples in the world. 


AL-MUJAHID: Could you speak to us about the relations that exist between the 
Bulgarian parliament which you represent and the Algerian National People's 
Assembly? 


Answer: The history of the relations that link the Bulgarian and Algerian peoples 
goes back to the years of your war of liberation. These relations developed since 
that time and came to acquire a new content following Algeria's declaration of in- 
dependence. Contracts were made between the parliaments in our two countries 10 
years ago. In 1979 we were given the honor of receiving a high delegation from the 
Algerian National Peopie's Assembly under the chairmanship of its honored chairman 
Comrade Rabah Bitat. 


During our current visit, we have been given the opportunity to conduct useful 
talks on numerous issues, especially the issue of expanding Bulgarian-Algerian 
cooperation into all vital fields, the problems of the hour in international re- 
laticns, and support for cooperation between our two parliaments, which support 
peace amd security in the world. We have exchanged information concerning the 
tasks that our two countries must resolve in the current stage under the leader- 
ship of our two vanguard parties, the Bulgarian Communist Party and the Algerian 
National Liberation Front Party. We have of course talked about organizing ac- 
tivity in our two parliaments and have compared our experiences in this realm. I 
believe that the circumstances are good for consolidating friendly relations be- 
tween the Bulgarian and Algerian parliaments. 1 need mention only two reasons: 


l. There are extensive cooperative relationships between the Bulgarien People's 
Republic and the People's Democratic Republic of Algeria in various areas of life 
and they are constantly developing. Therefore it is natural that parliaments, in 
their capacity as the supreme bodies of power, should follow up on and direct this 
cooperation. 





2. In our world today the role of parliaments is constantly evolving in the direc- 
tion of exerting further efforts to solve important human problems, most important 


of which is preserving peace in the world. 


During our discussions with Comrade Bitat, we stressed to him our strong will to 
cooperate in the name of peace and sutual understariing among peoples, in order to 
repel the danger of nuclear catastrophe and achieve disarmament--in a word, for the 
sake of a world without war. This is the will of our peoples, and we will exert 
our maximum effort to make peace and cooperation triumph in our world. We will 
continue our joint struggle against imperialism, neocolonialism an‘ racism and for 
the total liberation of South Africa from racist domination. We will struggle to 
establish just economic relations among nations. 


AL-MUJAHID: Undoubtedly your visit to Algeria has enabled you to examine the actual 
state of domestic development in our country and the horizons of its progress 
through its national plans. Could you give us your impressions of our progress in 
eliminating backwardness? 


Answer: The Algerian people, following their liberation from subjection to colo- 
nialism, have pursued a path of profound socioeconomic change, and the public sec- 
tor occupies a prominent position in the domestic economy. Under the leadership 

of the National Liberation Front Party, agriculture and industry have pursued an 
accelerated course to raise the people's standard of living. We are pleased with 
the results the Algerian people have achieved in realizing the goals of the National 
Charter and the development plan, the 5-year development plan for 1980-84. 


During our stay we have visited the Rubiya industrial truck production facilities 
and the agricultural equipment manufacturing complex in Tlemcen, as well as his- 
toric and cultural sites. 


We have retained good memories of the Algerian workers who are insistently strug- 
gling to overcome the problems inherited from the era of colonial dominance. 


Let me take the opporcunity to wish the Algerian people further, more important 
victories in building an Algeriv that is economically and culturally strong.

A Politburo comment states that the Rostock Bezirk management has further raised 
the standard of politico-ideological work in the implementation of the Tenth SED 
Congress resolutions and is now concentrating 411 its efforts on the accomplishment 
of economic tasks. The significant economic initiatives in the socialist competi- 
tion for the implementation of the Tenth SED Congress resolut’~ are the evident 
expression of the Rostock Bezirk citizens affirmation of SED poliy 


In its comment the SED Central Committes Politburo points out signa.icant basic is- 
sues which should be even more strongly emphasized by management organizations in 
the further implementation of the Tenth SED Congress resolutions. What are these 
basic issues? 








Basic Iissves Which Determine Content 


Starting out from the decisive issue of the socialist revolution, the question of 
power, it will be necessary to concentrate all our efforts on the all-round con- 
solidation of the GDR. It is therefore an important concern of political work with 
the masses to deepen the preception that the political power of the working class, 
its alliance with the other classes and strata, represent irreplaceable precondi- 
tions for our successful advance on the way to socialism-communisa. 


Political work with the masses responding to the demand requires all party organiza- 
tions further to raise the standard of their politico-ideological work. Involved 
here is the necessity further to strengthen class positions, revolutionary attitu- 
des ad the greatest possible personal readiness to serve among party members and 
the working people, enabling them always to assume the correct political stance and 
act accordingly. 


in this connection we recommend that the Rostock Bezirk management utilize every op- 
portunity for improving the efficiency of ideological work in order even better to 
encourage the creativity, energy and activism of the masses. In the course of 
trustful discussions the questions of the working people must be frankly answered 
with the aim of involving them in active and conscious work for the all-round con- 
solidation of the socialist fatherland. 


Another basic issue arises from the demands for the implementation of the economic 
strategy for the 1980's adopted by the Tenth SED Congress: Further to raise pro- 
ductivity, master scientific-technological progress and achieve the advanced growth 
in economic performance needed for the pursuit of the tried and tested line of the 
main task in its unity of economic and social policy. 


This offers a significant starting point for effective politico-ideological party 
work. After all, we are concerned further to deepen the working people's apprecia- 
tion of economic interrelations and the operation of the economic laws of socialienm. 
Included here is the necessity for making it perfectiy clear that the steadily 
closer linkage of the benefits of socialism with the achievements of the scientific- 
technological revolution represents the gain reserve for the ongoing improvement of 
the capacity of our socialist state. Lenin's finding that the improvement of pro- 
ductivity is crucial for the victory of the socialist social order continues to be 
at the heart of the party's politico-ideological work. 


The Politburo points out that ideological work to explain the party's economic 
strategy must be so conducted as to turn into concrete economic results. To be 
carried on at the same time is the struggle for the all-round fulfillment of the 
1981 plan an’ the additional achievement by the end of this year of 3 days output 
of disposable end products, largely by means of materials conserved. This leads to 
the task of making sure that all obligations of the working people to exceed the 
plan targets are met and all proposals from the plan discussion conscientiously 
realized. In agriculture, forestry and the food industry politico-ideological work 
must concentrate on even closer cooperation between animal and crop production as 
well as efficiency and quality.

It is an important concern of political work with the masses (where economic propa- 
ganda holds pride of place) to make the working people in industry, farming and all 
sectors aware that the assurance of the standard of living achieved and its gradual 
improvement require the greatest possible economic efficiency. This is reflected 
especially in a better cost-result ratio, declining consumption of raw materials, 
other materials and energy, the conservation of manpower and the greater utilization 
and refinement of raw materials. 


In the socialist competition even greater attention mst be devoted to the exchange 
of experiences, the discovery of reserves, the question of attitudes to socialist 
property, the evalution of performance, work discipline, orderliness and safety. 
Another firm element of management are regular discussions with innovators and best 
workers in order constantly to encourage them to set an example. 


To be purposefully used and promoted, therefore, are such tried and tested competi- 
tion initiatives, tried and tested in Rostock Bezirk also, as “everyone every day 
with a good showing," "fewer produce more," "technology means speed," "cutting 
costs is the specialty of mariners," or “power, bread and peace." They are ideally 
suited to respond to the party policy formulated in the slogan issued after the 
Tenth SED Congress for the socialist competition: "The greatest possible rise in 
performance by increasing productivity, efficiency and quality--everything for the 
welfare of the people and for peace." 


In the course of the 1981/1982 elections the labor union will therefore increase its 
authority as the school of socialism and initiator of the socialist competition, as 
the representative of the interests of blue and white collar workers. In accordance 
with the "FDJ Target Tenth Party Congress," the FDJ and Pioneer council elections 
will be concerned to strengthen the ideological steadfastness of our youth in every 
situation of the class conflict, further raise their readiness to study, work and 
defend the fatherland, define their socialist lifestyle and consolidate the FDJ's 
role as the helper and combat reserve of the party. 


One basic issue particularly to be attended to in party management work arises from 
the present international situation. The Politburo's comment says that it is the 
most important task of our age to ensure and permanently stabilize peace. Here we 
are concerned mainly with explaining that the peace program proclaimed by the 
Twenty-Sixth CPSU Congress, supported by the Tenth SED Congress, represents the 
only alternative for maintaining peace, unmask the aggressive designs of imperial- 
ism and frustrate the further rearmament of the United States, the FRG and other 
NATO countries. 


Clearly Reveal Contributions to Peace 


In view of the exacerbation of the struggle for peace it is an indispensable element 
of political work with the masses persuasively to demonstrate the GDR's contribution 
to world peace, security and disarmament. Consequently one topic of political dis- 
cussions with the working people must be Comrade Erich Honecker's official visit to 
Mexico and his meeting with Comrade Fidel Castro in Havana. These clearly showed 
once more the high esteem extended to the GDR and its representatives by all forces 
who sincerely strive for peace and understanding among the peoples. 





Also important for political work with the masses is even greater official apprecia- 
tion for each individual citizen's contribution to the support of the peace policy 
of the GDR and the entire socialist commmity. Every worker mst be aware that 
activism and diligent labors lead to the further strengthening of socialism, and 
that the close and fraternal alliance with the Soviet Union and the other socialist 
countries represents a significant contribution to the struggle for the assurance 
of peace. 


Imperative for the understanding of the processes now evolving in the international 
class conflict is the disclosure of the motive forces and causes of the dangerous 
confrontation policies of imperialism, the nature of its misanthropic profit and 
expansion policies. Based on this knowledge it will be possible to clearly reveal 
the criminal goals of imperialism which seeks to escape by aggression and war 

from the profound crisis of the system. 


Po)itical work with the masses in this meaning is directed further to develop the 
sscialist patriotism and proletarian internationalism, strengthen the readiness and 
ability of the working people--especially the young generation--for defending, if 
necessary, the socialist fatherland and its achievements by military means against 
all imperialist attacks and attempts at interference. One conclusion arising is the 
need for the further improvement of socialist military education, the clear descrip- 
tion of the enemy and the increase in political vigilance. 


Another basic issue mentioned in the Politburo comment guides our attention to the 
persuasive explanation of the generally applicable laws of the socialist revolution 
and socialist construction. At the same time it will be necessary to illuminate 
its creative application to the strategy and tactics of domestic and foreign poli- 
cies based on Tenth SED Congress resolutions and our party program. In this connec- 
tion the resolution describes the political power of the working class in alliance 
with the class of cooperative farmers and other working people as the basis for the 
further evolution of socialist democracy. The struggle against all anticommunist 
and revisionist ideologies must be conducted without compromise, because such ideo- 
logies are imperialism's main tool for ideological diversion against real socialism 
and peace. 


Even More Relevant to Daily Life 


We have often found that profound trust of the citizens in the people's representa- 
tives and state organs creates a climate where political issues may be discussed 
frankly and persuasively. By such means it will also be possible even more compre- 
hensively to involve the working people in the management and planning of social 
processes. The state organs therefore have a most responsible task in the further 
organization of political work with the masses. This begins with the development 
of a style of operations relevant to daily life and includes lasting relationships 
with citizens of all classes and strata as well as accurate knowledge of that which 
motivates people. Also involved is the need further to improve government publicity 
work with the aim to steadily inform the citizens about economic and communal tasks, 
thereby promoting their readiness to cooperate in the accomplishment of these tasks. 
Every suggestion, every criticism and every proposal must be seriously examined and 
answered.

STATE ORGANS" DISTRUST OF CITIZENS' JUDCMENT CHIDED

/Text/ Hermann Kalb, chairman of the People's Chamber Committee on Citizens Pe- 
titions sharply criticized the frequently groundless “secrecy mongering" of state 
agencies in the GDR. Kalb told People's Chamber deputies that it was not permis- 
sible to maintain secrecy in the construction of a supermarket as if this were a 
military object. The committee chairman emphatically admonished local councils at 
all times to remember their duty to inform the public. Unjustified secrecy monger- 
ing was “flagrant disregard or distrust of adult citizens" and showed “political 
immaturity and lack of responsibility" on the part of those responsible. 


In a conversation with the East Berlin WELTBUEHNE (No 48, 1981) Kalb noted in this 
context that “socialist democracy" would function better in practice if the theore- 
tical opportunities were fully used. Many citizens failed te insist on their 
rights and actually resigned themselves to clearly unlawful states of affairs. It 
would, therefore, be imperative "to deepen the citizens knowledge of the law in 
order to increase their security under the law." At the same time care must be 
taken for all written and oral citizens petitions to be processed conscientiously 
and politically. This was not always the case because many functionaries wrongly 
felt them to be negative and merely an additional burden. 


People's Chamber Deputy's Criticism

/Text/ Not too long ago all the mayors of a region met in conference with the 
competent kreis council. The chief item on the agenda was to be petitions. Right 
at the beginning one mayor stood up and stated with obvious pride that he might as 


well go home because in his area not a single petition had been submitted in the 
period under review. The council chairman is said to have replied that he, for his 


part, considered this a very dubious distinction because evidently there was much to 


be desired with regard to political activism in the community... 








Hermann Kalb related this authentrated episode. He took more than an hour to deal 
with it, but that was due more to its hidden explosive force than to its incompre- 
hensibility. The framework was given by the first major meeting of tie People's 
Chamber Committee on Citizens Petitions, constituted afresh for the eight election 
term. Hermann Kalb, committee chairman for many years past and member of the pre- 
Sidium of the CDU main executive board, took the opportunity to inform the deputies 
about the method of operations and the duties of the committee. That was necessary 
because the majority of deputies present was confronted with these duties for the 
first time. 


Of course most of them were already familiar with the legal bases of petitions: 
Article 103 of our constitution, the 1975 law on petitions, the latest goverment 
declaration by the chairman of the Council of Ministers, the documents of the Tenth 
SED Congress, and so on. However, it is urgent for committee members to know how 
all this works in practice; after all, it is up to them to observe, check and pro- 
vide guidance to the competent agencies for meeting their respective obligations. 
Working groups of the committee travel around the country 4 times per annum, but 
almost daily every single people's deputy is bound at his workplace, residential 
district and electoral district to devote special attention to these matters. 


Hermann Kalb started by emphasizing (at a time when everybody was still under the 
impression of the incident described above) that petitions are the expression of 
socialist democracy. Unfortunately many responsible officials still and wrongly 
regard them as negative and something of a burden. Whoever thinks this way (and, 
unhappily, also tends to act accordingly) has failed to understand that such input 
represents the observance of civic responsibility, an offer by the citizen to the 
competent agency to be actively involved. Even if a petition is critical, it 
shows that the author is convinced of being able to obtain redress and aid from 
his state and its organs. 


Mentioned in this connection were such terms as trust, confidence and the evolution 
of consciousness. Also discussed were unforgivable and irreparable errors committed 
by many agencies which process petitions in a bureaucratic and thoughtless manner. 
(Hermann Kalb: “Petitions are always management issues, not the processing of a 
particular subject.") Moreover, petitions are indispensable signals, often drawing 
our attention to conditions certainly deserving of criticism, which were unknown be- 
fore--the inadequate information provided by some councils, to cite an example. 
Hermann Kalb quoted actual incidents and thereby demonstrated that the construction 
of a supermarket may not be shrouded in secrecy as if it were a military object. 
Citizens mst be informed not only about what has happened but indeed even more 
about what is to happen--this ranges from changes in timetables, shifts and changes 
in the retail network to construction work in the region. The committee chairman 
reminded the deputies that they should constantly admonish the councils with regard 
to the latters informational duties. Unwarranted secrecy mongering, he said, was a 
flagrant sign of disregard or distrust of adult citizens and demonstrated political 
immaturity and lack of responsibility on the part of those responsible. 


Pe itions may be submitted in writing as well as orally, and it is not necessary 
to be at least 18 years old either. Petitions are not confined to any external 
juridical form, nor do they require the express declaration “petition.” A prudent 
and committed deputy or state functionary should also follow up other suggestions 


Ls 














--whether in personal conversations, discussions, newspaper contributions, minutes 
or others--and deal with them as if they were petitions. 


It was stated that more than 115,000 suggestions, proposals and petitions from citi- 
zens were received by the local state organs; more than half--and that is to be 
welcomed--oral applications. This is evidently due largely to the innumerable dis- 
cussions and meetings before the popular elections and the Tenth SED Congress. At 
the same time it was assumed that it is also an indication of the clearly greater 
commitment of our citizens and their readiness to involve themselves in the settle- 
ment of these prxublems which touch upon them. This relates to the improvement of 
housing conditions, road traffic, energy, environmental control, and so on. On 
the other hand many petitions also reflect the fact that the demands and needs of 
individuals have grown faster than our social possibilities and potential. Though 
these conflicts cannot be resolved in confidential dialogues, they can at least be 
explained and made intelligible. 


In conclusion Hermann Kalb therefore noted that it is always advantageous to answer 
petitions in personal conversations, because letters cannot replace personal con- 
tact with the citizens. He thereupon formulated phrases which were interesting not 
only for the committee members: State organs should make every effort at all times 
--not only during the official consulting hour on Tuesdays!--to grasp opportunities 
for talking to the citizens, and that includes the acceptance of petitions. More- 
over, the agency which receives the petition must initiate the response. All too 
often it is the citizen himself who is sent on the “paperchase through the bureau- 
cratic jungle." That is certainly not admissible. And finally a settlement of the 
citizen's problems must be found consonant with available economic possibilities 
and in accordance with the mandatory regulations. In most cases this will be pos- 
sible, given good will on both side. 


"Socialist democracy," Hermann Kalb told me in a subsequent conversation, “is as 
good as it works in practice. It is mainly up to all of us to utilize the theore- 
tically available possibilities. Many citizens unfortunately still fail to insist 
on their rights. The reprehensible custom of restaurants, for example, to arrogate 
to themselves the right to seat customers is definitely illegal--unless exceptions 
were agreed with the local state organs. Yet people still line up in front of 
empty restaurants and, agrily or resignedly, wait to be assigned a table. It is 
therefore imperative to deepen the citizens knowledge of the law in order to en- 
hance their security under the law. The state organs in our country must care- 
fully evaluate the proposals, suggestions and criticism submitted by citizens and 
take into consideration every thought and intimation. We must find out whether 
every precaution is taken for all written and oral petitions to be processed con- 
scientiously and with political responsibility and ensure that at all times all 
opportunites are used for seeking constructive solutions in order to meet the 
justified concerns of the citizens." 


The People's Chamber Committee on Petitions met in Berlin for the first major dis- 
cussion after the elections. Its duties are clearly spelled out. If the incident 
described at the beginning is not repeated ever agin, our thanks will be due this 
group of deputics and their efforts on behalf of the voters. 
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GDANSK VOIVODSHIP PARTY PLENUM ACTIVITIES REPORTED

[Text] Yesterday in the hall of the Gdansk Voivodship Office, 
the Plenum of the PZPR Voivodship Committee deliberated. In 
opening the deliberations, Tadeusz Fiszbach, first secretary 

of the Voivodship Committee, greeted the members of the central 
party authority, Jan Labecki, member of the Central Committee 
Political Burees, the members of the Voivodship Committee, 
deputies to the Sejm, the party-management aktiv, and represent- 
atives of the distriction administration and Jerzy Kolodziejski, 
the governor of Gdansk. 


The main subject of the deliberations was the determination of conditions for apply- 
ing reform in the Gdansk voivodship, a discussion of the current sociopolitical 
situation, and, in organizational matters, the election of two new Voivodship Commit- 
tee secretaries. The plenum should concentrate, T. Fiszbach said in the introduction 
to the discussion, on an assessment of all possibilities and proposals for action 
Aimed and rapidly and fully applying economic reforms. 


Controversies appeared as early as during the fixing of the daily agenda. Before 
the plenum began, consultations were conducted in four rather subdistrict groups of 
sembers of the voivodship echelon. In the opinion of Voivodship Committee members 
from Gdansk and Sopot, the current sociopolitical situation in the voivodship should 
have been the main topic of discussion, which would have been useful to members of 
the Central Committee in the Gdansk voivodship before the plenary meeting of the 
Central Committee which began on Friday. Ultimately, during the discussion both 
these important subjects were dealt with in a lively manner. 


The report by the Executive Board of the Voivodship Committee on conditions for 
applying economic reform, which constituted an introduction to the discussion, was 
delivered by the Voivodship Committee secretary, Andrzej Karnabal (an extensive 
summary of the report is published below). 
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A discussion followed which was very lively and frequently controversial. Questions 
from the floor were put to the speakers, and in doubtful cases, explanations and 
amplifications were demanded. Frequently T. Fiszbach, who conducted the delibera- 
tions had to quiet the participants in the discussion. After each expression of an 
opinion, the speaker was given an opportunity to reply, which meant that a partici- 
pant in the discussion more carefully and responsibly formulated his ideas. 


The following took part in the discussion: Wojciech Solarski, Czeslaw Skowron, 

Jerzy Jarosz, Ryszard Bratke, Zygmunt Ceszke, Jerzy Kostarczyk, Zdzislaw Wesolowski, 
Tadeusz Olszewski, Klemens Gniech, Michal Muzalewski, Zbigniew Garbacz, Andrzej 
Kulawik, Jerzy Bojko, Stanislaw Kolodziejek, Jerzy Kiedrowski, Stanislaw Sucharski, 
Jozef Kurpisz, Stanislaw Kwidzynski, Tadeusz Kuta, Jerzy Kolodziejski and Jan Labecki. 


The application of economic reform, it was said, was long delayed. Some people are 
waiting for January 1, 1982, believing that on that date reform will automatically 
no into effect and everything will change immediately. But the truth is that 

the basic standard legal instruments that are indispensable to the functioning of 

a selt-dependent, self-financing and self-governing enterprise are not even half 
completed. There are people both in the party as well as in the old power structures 
who would like to halt the reforms, which would deprive them of their positions and 
1ppanage. Some managers, it was said, who have not made the proper preparations for 
applying reform cannot remain in their positions once reform goes into effect. The 
opinion was expressed that the workers’ self-governments will make some serious 
changes in the leadership cadres, but those who will be eliminated <ceserve no sym- 
pathy. The honest, competent people, those with initiative, irrespective of party 
affiliation, will be able to defend themselves. 


Many participants in the discussion mentioned that preparations for reform are still 
in the elementary stage, that it is still in the stage where legal standards are 
being formed and being discussed by specialists who cannot reach agreement on many 
detailed points. It is time to end these theoretical considerations and begin 
training the management and working akt!v in the enterprises. Success will depend 
on its knowledge, sensitivity to the situation and commitment to reform. The role 
of the party aktiv in conducting reform was emphasized, regarding it as the touchstone 
of party credibility. At the initiative of 30 party organizations, a conference was 
held recently in Wiezyca which was attended by representatives of 76 enterprises of 
the maricime economy and seven ministers and deputy ministers. It turned out there 
that instruction on the subject of reform had not been completed in even one enter- 
prise, and it had been begun in less than 40 percent of the enterprises. Unfortun- 
ately, government representatives present at the conference had little to say. 

Thus it is doubtful that all enterprises will be ready to operate under conditions 
of reform on January 1, 1982. 


lt was stressed that the success of reform is dependent upon social acceptance. 
We must all work, it was said, to make all Poles aware that reform is the only 
formula for overcoming the crisis. But this will not be a painless operation-- 
we must expect to make sacrifices. Society is weary of the protracted crisis, the 
merket difficulties, the inefficient functioning of trade and the generally deter- 
iorating standard of living and work, and may react in an unpredictable manner. 
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We are already having to deal with protest actions in some voivodships that even 
Selidarity Is net controlling. That is why, In order for reform to succeed and 
tensions be cased, the goals, long- and short-range, of reform must be clearly 
det ined. 


The conditions for efficient application of reform and even all of its possible 
dangers, were the subject of an extensive speech by governor J. Kolodziejski. 

Never yet has so much depended in our postwar years on reform as now. Also, he 
said, it is more difficult to imagine worse conditions for applying reform, than 
those that now exist. He said further that the deepening crisis steadily Limits 
the field of enterprises’ economic self-dependence and in three months it may be 
even more limited. The struggle for self-government, which is a component of reform, 
is, naturally, a struggle for power, but it is also clear that self-government 
implements democracy, which is, of course, the essence of socialism. Thus the 
party cannot defend itself against self-government, whether workers’ or territorial. 
Why are we afraid of trusting the very class of workers in whose name we are exer- 
cising power, asked one speaker rhetorically. The current concept of re! orm does 
not have the full support of society. We must fight for this support, for the 

Sejm law settles nothing automatically. The situation is so bad, said J. Kolodziej- 
ski, that nothing further can harm us and we must conduct reform immediately. And 
although in the Gdansk voivodship we are not too badly prepared intellectually and 
organizationally, nevertheless we do not have the appropriate economic conditions. 
We must expect also that there will be social conflicts. Already now the potential 
unemployment reaches 20 percent, and in some plants considerably more. Many people 
go to work, it is true, but they are getting paid for doing nothing. In January, 
when the enterprises feel the action of the economic laws, the dismissals of these 
surpluses will begin. We expect that about 20,000 people will be let go, for whom 
we must find work, after retraining them. To solve the problem, which may grow 
larger, we must take into account the possibility of an emigration to work else- 
where, either individual or organized. The latter is, for example, possible in the 
construction firms, for some of them already have an established reputation abroad. 


J. Kolodziejski expressed the opinion that the next threat to reform will be an 
attempt to jack up the prices by the producers, which in turn will evoke a protest 
by the trade wnions and a demand for price-increase allowances. In order to recon- 
cile the parochial interests of the enterprises and the entire society we must 
develop an effective system of negotiation. If we are not able to do this, we may 
face anarchy. 


The second current in yesterdey's discussion osctllated around the country's and 
volvodship’s most important soctopolitical problems. The struggle about the form 
of the country’s political system continues. For some, renewal means a deep reform- 
sition of sectalism under our own, Polish, conditions. But for others it means a 
change In this system. A political activist, it was said, should be fully aware of 
what the struggle is about. Loyalty to the principals of the political system, 
however, does not mean severance of social agreements and the selection of a course 
for confrontation, as some defenders of the old order would like, wanting to hold 
m at ony price to their present positions. In this context, demands were made to 
form o joint front of common sense — the party, along with the trade unions and 
the church. Some speakers, who called for deliberations at the same table, pointed 
out that many difficult and controversial problems could be solved here, right in 














Gdansk. Let us not dwell on the differences in the party's and Solidarity'’s programs, 
one speaker appealed, but let us look for contiguous points in the name of a single 
national interest, in the name of saving the fatherland. 


The political line of the PZPR daily, GLOS WYBRZEZA, raised doubts in some partici- 
pants in the discussion. They accused the newspaper of departing from party prin- 
ciples. The question was even asked: Whose newspaper is GLOS WYBRZEZA--the party's 
Voivodship Committee or Solidarity's Regional Board? An exceptionally strong argu- 
ment developed on the relationship of the GLOS with NSZZ Solidarity'’s First Congress, 
and on S. Kryda‘s article, “We Are Revolted by Such a Newspaper". The Voivodship 
Committee's Commission on Information and Propaganda was of another opinion and 
rated the activity of GLOS WYBRZEZA thus far very highly. It was stated that if a 
newspaper is to serve society and not be an internal organ for party members, it 
must reflect the attitudes and opinions of this society. The newspaper was able to 
fulfill these conditions. 


The editor-in-chief of GLOS WYBRZEZA, Tadeusz Kuta, replying to the criticism, said 
that the evaluations of the newspaper made, among others, by the Central Committee's 
Press Section and by the Executive Board of the Voivodship Committee in Elblag were 
positive. Nevertheless, this conflict of opinions will require some serious con- 
siderations and a reply to the question of how much truth there is in these accusa- 
tions. T. Kuta said that at the present time one of the main goals of the party 
newspaper is the democratic defense of the elected authorities of the PZPR Voivod- 
ship Committee. 


The speech by Jan Labecki, member of the Political Bureau of the Central Committee, 
corresponded with this statement. Labecki, at the end of the discussion, expressed 
support for the line represented by GLOS WYBRZEZA. And in commenting on the so- 
called meeting of the Gdynia veterans, he said that the inspiration for several 
pronouncements that were unfavorable to the newspaper came from within. We have 
met with them before and their aim is to undermine the authority of the voivodship's 
party echeion. 


Next J. Labecki discussed the current political situation preceding the approaching 
PZPR Central Committee Fourth Plenum. He expressed the fear that the radicalization 
of some circles of a determined society may revive the willingness to solve the grow- 
ing conflicts by means of old methods. But we can no longer tolerate, he stressed, 
the already actually existing diarchy. Thus these currents must be channeled into 

a reformed National Unity Front, or some other such plane. This problem, to its 
fullest extent, will fall after elections to the territorial self-government. 


Referring to economic reform, 1. Labecki said that only the party will be responsible 
for its success politically. If reform does not succeed, this will be another blow 
to the party. The people should be made aware that self-government is not a mira- 
culous cure for all ailments. It will probably produce some results, but this will 
take time. During the first period of functioning, the self-governments will try 

to shift all of the weaknesses of their plants, as well as waste in raw materials, 
organizational incompetence and lack of discipline, onto the shoulders of the purchas- 
ers, i.e., society. Only later, with time, will come the return to senses and the 
time for economic reckoning. In conclusion, the speaker stressed the fundamental 
economic importance to our country of Polish-Soviet relations. Yet in a part of our 
society we see a striving to undermine the credibility of these relations. It is 

in the interests of our country to firmly oppose these opinions. 
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On the point relating to organizational matters, the plenum approved the by-laws of 
the Voivodship Committee, its organs and executive apparatus and the principles of 
the functioning of the PZPR Voivodship Committee problem commissions in Gdansk. 


The PZPR Voivodship Committee Plenum in Gdansk, in the form of a separate document, 
took a position on the current sociopolitical situation (the text of this document 
is published below). 


Two additional Voivodship Committee secretaries were elected. Mieczyslaw Stefanski 
was elected secretary for agricultural affairs and Mieczyslaw Chabowski was entrusted 
with the functions of organizational secretary. The Plenum, at the motion of the 
Executive Board of the Voivodship Committee, appointed Miroslaw Demichowicz to the 
position of manager of the Social Research Center, Tadeusz Wojewodzki to manager of 
the Information Center, and Jerzy Jakubowski to the position of manager of the Mari- 
time and Transport Section, 


T. Fiszbach took the floor at the conclusion of the deliberations. 
New PZPR Voivodship Committee Secretaries 


Mieczyslaw Chabowski was bora in 1947 in Lebork to a workers’ family. After gradu- 
ating from the Communications Technical School in Gdansk, he began work in the 
Paris Commune Shipyards in Gdynia as an assembler. He was active in the youth 
movement, holding the position of chairman of the Plant Board of the Socialist 
Youth Union in the shipyard. In 1972 he went to work in the City Committee in 
Cdynia and in 1974 he was sent for studies to the Higher School of Social Science, 
in the Economic and Social Department. After completion of these studies in 1977 
he became second secretary of the PZPR Plant Committee in the “Commune” and, 

after August, 1980, he was elected first secretary of the Plant Committee. He has 
been awarded the Gold Cross of Merit. 


Mieczyslaw Stefanski was born in 1951 to a peasant family in Mikoszow, Koscierzyna. 
After completing the Technical Agricultural Academy in Olsztyn, with the degree 

of master of engineering, he conducted the family farm for a while. He was also a 
temporary instructor in the party's Gmina Committee. He completed postgraduate 
Studies and has started doctoral studies. His last position was manager of the 
Agricultural Circles’ Cooperatives in Koscierzyna. He has shown himself to be an 
able organizer and an energetic party activist. 


Report of Fxecutive Party Meeting in Gdansk 
Gdansk DZIENNIK BALTYCKI in Polish 15 Oct 81 p 3 


{[Article: “Consistent Implementation of Economic Reform — the Only Alternative 
for Solving the Crisis™] 


[Text] The proper conduct of reform is not only an opportunity but it is a necessity 
from which there is no return, It is the determinant of the existence of our state. 
ft is also the party's big chance to authenticate its activity in all of the social 

processes occurring in our country. Economic regression continues, and all attempts 
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at stemming it are failing. The decline in national income this year will be over 
15 percent. The city’s ties with the village are breaking down, the emigration for 
jobs is growing and we now have a flight from the zloty and a hyperinflation of the 
dollar. The rationing system has not calmed the market. Thus, we have a situation 
unheard of thus far in a socialist econony. 


Undoubtedly, the intensity of this crisis is due to a large degree to serious poli- 
tical errors of past years. The scale of the current breakdown is rather proportional 
to the scale of the structural errors committed and the centralized apparatus for 
managing the economy has not reacted promptly enough to the crisis symptoms. 


Today, despite the good will of the party and the government, despite the fact that 
we have a program for overcoming the crisis and we have the directions for economic 
reform, despite important changes in the leadership apparatus, it is difficult to 
stop the dynamic disinterration of our economy in all its elements. 


This situation exists despite a number of actions implemented by the authorities. 
The program for economic stabilization and the directions for economic reform were 
unequivocally accepted by the party's Ninth Congress. Our voivodship party echelon 
also without hesitation proclaimed itself in favor of the far-reaching economic 
reform at its plenary meetings held November 10, 1980 and August 3, 1981. The posi- 
tion on this matter is contained also in the resolution of the Eighteenth Voivodship 
Reports-Elections Conference. 


The lack of concrete results was due to the fact that the directive-order instruments 
for managing the economy, which were applied up to 1979 with supports, because it 
took supports and a tremendous social cost, to ensure relative effectiveness, ceased 
to function. Yet in their place no instruments vere substituted which could have 
halted the declining tendencies in the first stage and, as a result, formed a basis 
for overcoming che present situation. 


A further growth in personal incomes, with the already existing tremendous reserves 
and the progressive drop in national income, may soon lead to a final breakdown in 
the economic system. 


It is our party and civic duty to realize this truth and to make everyone aware of it. 


The party's historical task is based on the fact that it assumed political respon- 
sibility for finding a way to lead the country out of the crisis, the more so since 
it bears responsibility for the current state. 


The paradox in the country's present situation, however, is the fact that the rhythm 
of social life shapes the political problems, and the socioeconomic justifications 
under this system are secondary. There are many examples of this. The best appears 
to be the recent discussion, having the characteristics of a political confrontation, 
and actions at the time of the passage of the law on an enterprise and self-govern- 
ment. 


The Sejm passed both these laws going far beyond the limits of the government draft. 
It passed laws which embody the fruition of a nationwide discussion. 
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Opinions on the now-approved law were obtained, during the drafting phase, from the 
Presidium of the Solidarity National Consultative Commission and from the branch 
unions, and the law was acceptable to then. 


The decision by Solidarity’s Congress to call for a referendum ct certain rules in 
the law on an enterprise and self-government is not only the next occasion for a 
confrontation with the authorities, but what is worse, it carries with it the risk 
of a national tragedy. 


we are fully aware of the fact that the government is not in a position to implement 
any reform without the approval of the trade unions. Reform requires sacrifices, 
which Solidarity may induce society to make. But at the same time, the government 
cannot permit everything that happens in our country to be an unending struggle for 
power. 


The importance of political issues in the totality of the life of the nation cannot 
conceal the fact that in the minds of an ever-larger number of people, everyday 
problems have begun to dominate. Elementary questions such as how to live, or 

more frequently, how to live through, must be answered concretely and credibly. 

The credibility of the government's measures in the socioeconomic sphere is the key 
to emerging from the impasse. Society could bear greater difficulties and sacrifices 
if it were confident, on the basis of experience, that the government is able to 
fulfill the obligations that it assumed in the program for stabilization and economic 
reform, 


Thus, prectically speaking, the key to reform of the economic and financial syster 
lies in reducing society's distrust in the state's promises and efforts, at least 
enough so that this society can regard price increases and changes in the wages and 
income system as having been reasonably calculated, and that insofar as possible, 
the costs of solving the crisis are equally distributed and not transferred from one 
social growp to another. 


in order for this confidence to appear and materialize in constructive, and not 
destructive, behavior in enterprises, farms and on the market, the government and 
local administrative organs must pass, and very positively, a credibility test, i.e., 
demonstrate effectiveness by several successful endeavors, as seen by society. The 
process of calling persons to account for their actions has not satisfied social ex- 
pectations. The decisions on rationing basic necessities were such an opportunity, 
but the ration cards, for the most part, were meaningless for there were insufficient 
supplies te fill the rations. The price increase on grain products was an opportunity 
tv be one of these measures, but the simultaneous deterioration of the quality of 
boked goods deprived it of its advantage. 


The opponents of soctalism readily employ demagoguery in their attempts to weaken the 
party. But we have had too few opportunities thus far to demask this demagoguery, 
to refer to the actual, positive results of the actions of owr state. The issue on 
which we ore not always in agreement in the party and also in the voivodship party 
organization, is the degree of society's participation in the country's management 
through such institutions as workers’ self-governments and trade unions. 





There are comrades who claim that the party should not, actually cannot, limit its 
power in management, for this means distortion of socialism and a departure from the 
position of social democracy, “anarchosyndicalism"”, etc. Such a conception of our 
policy line under the present circumstances 42 be called "a hard line leading 

to nowhere”. 


There are comrades smong us who say that under the present circumstances the party 
can share all of its power, not only in the individual enterprises but also in the 
state. Such a conception can be called “the soft line leading to nowhere”. 


The opinion prevails among party members that the party gust jointly, with all forces 
based on socialism, direct the country’s affairs, and that actually this occurred 
after August of last year, with the active participation of most party members, and 
that this also was recognized by the party's congress. But the problem which is 
difficult to solve is the concretization of decisions in the sphere of laws and 

the political practice of this golden mean, particularly in the economy. 


This legal ond political state, which could become our golden mean, in this issue 
is the recognition that the economic verifiers (self-financing) and the social ver- 
ifiers (self-government, trade unions), are able to bear the largest part of the 
responsibility for the results of management, and leave the initiative, supervision 
und implementation of economic policy to the party and the government. 


The conceptual preparations of economic reform in the economic strata and in the 
instrumental strata is considerably advanced and in its fundamental portion does 
not provoke any important controversies. Discussiorm around the method for solving 
certain elements are taking place and will continue. 


The principle of self-financing the functioning of enterprises, the unequivocal 
desire to make prices realistic, the freeing of banks from state administration 

and the implementation of credit maneuverability, the indep@dent division by the 
workforce of the surplus produced by the enterprise--these are only the more import- 
ant instrumental solutions which can be used to rapidly create the bases for revers- 
ing unfavorable trends. 


Mutual comtects of economic units will be based mostly on voluntary and contractual 
relationships, ond the restrictions on material supplies is to be held to 4 sinimum 
and as time goes on, eliminated. The state will guard the economy against monopol- 
istic attempts. 


All of this may quite rapidly lead to an improvement of economic interconnec’ ions 
ond an effective and actual balancing of economic processes. If this is to become 
possible, the taflationary spiral must be halted, along with the accompanying ac- 
releration of monetary Incomes without coverage by production. For the short run, 
the only way owt is « social agreement based on an understanding of the current 
situation and the importance of our intentions. It must integrate most of society 
around the economic reform system as a means of implementing social goals and it 
must halt the senseless inflationary spiral. 


for « number of months, along with the discussion on directions of reform, prepara- 
tions for applying this reform have been going on in many institutions in our land. 
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A doubt is also forming on whether the leadership cadre, brought up in our system, 
is able to adapt itself to the new requirements. Will it be able to “self-reform". 


it is useless to consider this problem apart from the mechanism of cadre policy 

that results from laws on an enterprise and self-government. Certainly from the 
general assumptions of reform as well as from the laws ic is evident that the 
self-government mechanism will be the main mechanism of verifying cadre. The appoint- 
ment of directors will be additionally strengthened through the procedure of compet- 
itions. 


Under these circumstances, it is in the vital interest of the party, its main task 
in the sphere of cadre policy, to improve the self-government mechanism in this 
field. The concentration should be on the selection of the proper criteria, so 
that the competition commissions can be guided by criteria of skills. We cannot 
defend persons in positions simply on the basis of a principle of defense, or 
because of past services. We must make our selections using objectively recognized 
criteria, 


The far-reaching socialization of the process of applying reform will require that 
the state and economic administration suitably organize this process. 


Various nonstereotypical initiatives, going beyond the current system of management 
functioning, are being undertaken. An example of this is the recently formed by 
several enterprises, union of enterprises, the first in Poland, which has called 
itself an Industrial Council. Other attempts of this type are taking place. Attempts 
to tind different forms of cooperation and mutual assistance, that is, attempts to 
consolidate and create new economic ties. Without a doubt these are initiatives 

that are in accord with the spirit of reform. Furthermore, they surpass it without 
the traditional looking to see whether or not the appropriate regulations already 
exist. 


As a party acting on the basis of a Ninth Congress resolution, we should give this 
our political support. we must undertake firm counteraction, particularly in cases 
where some social group attempts to sabotage reform, whether in the name of narrow 
interests or tor doctrinaire reasons, 


We thus see the main task before our plenum to be the granting of firm support to 
those social elements which participate in the work of reforming our economy. We 
should also attempt to point out specific undertakings. It appears that the most 
important undertaking in the immediate future is the elimination of organizational 
structures that make it difficult to apply reform. 


fhe state and economic administration, in undertaking successive actions connected 
with the application of reform, must at the same time take the indispensable steps 


to satevuard social interestes. We should concentrate especially on the problem 

of the dislocation of workers, While being guided by the economic interests of the 
enterprises on the one hand, we should search for a new level of reasonable employ~ 
ment, and on the other hand, being guided mainly by the social interest, we should 


elliciently and rapidly employ the surpluses of working forces that arise. 














in this sphere the close cooperation of enterprises with | cal organs is indispens- 
ible. indispensable alse Is the cooperation of all political and social organizations 
tor the good of the workers and society. 


The assessment contained in the report authorizes the Executive Board to present to 
the Voivodship Committee a number of actions which we should immediately begin to 
implement. 


On the assumption that the party's main task now is to convince society as to the 
correctness of applying this reform, we regard the following to be most important: 


|. Immediate informational-propaganda activities showing society and the working 
class the necessity of conducting reform, the conditions for applying this reform, 
and obtaining through this the most universal agreement possible for a temporary 
halt in the growth of the standard of living, and even in its reduction, which is 
an unavoidable consequence of putting reform into effect. 


2. bringing the members of the party and all members of the workforces closer to 
the most important elements of reform and explaining how they function. 


$s. The party's political responsibility for the application and success of reform 
places on all its echelons and elements an obligation to prevent any conflicts that 
may arise from this. 


4. The active cooperation of the Plant Committees and the Primary Party Organizations 
with plant commissions for economic reform and the dissemination among party members 
of the results of the work of these commissions. 


5. With the assistance of instructors from the Plant Committees, City Committees, 
the Voivodship Committees and the Central Committees and the skills of the economic 
activists, the entire basic party aktiv of the enterprises should be retrained in 
the field of reform as quickly as possible, i.e., by the end of this year. 


6. The plant party organizations should stimulate the administrations to take all 
possible technical and organizational measures to put reform into effect at the 
bey inning of 1982 in = manner as gentle and as understandable to the workforces as 


possible. 


7. The establishment of broad and multifaceted cooperation between the plant party 
organizations and the trade unions and other sociopolitical organizations in behalf 
of understanding and obtaining social acceptance for reform and the principles of 
its application, 


&. An indispensable element for the application of reform is an increase in the 
clticiency of activities of all local administration elements. In view of the 
anticipated and postulated decentralization of administrative authority and the 
increase in the competence of the lowest levels of territorial self-government, 

it is essential that cadre and organizational changes be made in the administration 
offices at all levels. 
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9. It is the task of the Voivodship Office to develop the concept and conditions 
ior applying reform in such important spheres of social life as: the municipal 
economy, trade and the food economy complex. The development of this concept should 
be accompanied by widespread consultation so that the solutions applied as a result 
would serve the people and not the institutions appointed for the implementation 

of this concept. 


Gdansk Party Position on Socioeconomic Situation 
Gdansk DZILENNIK BALTYCKI in Polish 15 Oct 81 p 3 


{Text] Almost three months have elapsed since the Ninth Extraordinary PZPR Congress, 
yet the goals which it placed before the party have not been implemented to a satis- 
factory degree. This arouses a justifiable dissatisfaction in society and an ever- 
greater concern in party members. 


The country's economic and political situation is developing in a dangerous direc- 
tion. We are dealing with a progressive drop in production and national income, 
with the disintegration of the domestic market, and a deteriorating standard of 
living. 


The course of the Solidary Congress, during which dangerous political trends became 
apparent, fills the broad ranks of society with a justifiable worry about today and 
tomorrow. However, people are looking with approval and hope to those forces of 
Solidarity which see the way to expand their union with restraint and judgment. 


1. The Voivedship Committee states that everything that threatens the line of under- 
standing is in conflict with the most vital interests of the nation, with Poland's 
reason of state. 


The formula for national understanding was so expanded during the past year that we 
can now speak not just about the idea but also about the doctrine of a national 
understanding. 


The idea of understanding is not abstract. It refers to a clearly defined place 
and time, to Poland's specific situation in 1981. It is addressed to all socio- 
political organizations who are in favor of socialism. 


2. We are and will remain a party whase wapon inthe struggle for socialism is the 
force of argument and not the argument of force, which struggles for the collective 
interest of the working people. That is why the Voivodship Committee believes that 
it is indispensable and urgent to rebuild on new foundations a front of patriotic 
understanding, open to all who are not against socialism, for all who are concerned 
about Poland. This front of national understanding, a front for the cooperation of 
all forces=<-political, secial and trade union--is needed so that we can regain our 
ability and strength to conduct reform and to lift the economy so that it will be 
ible to restore normal living conditions to society. 


3. The circumstances in which our country and nation has found itself is dramatic. 
The Voivodship Committee concurs with the position of the Political Bureau, seeing 
in it a concrete otter of the front of social understanding and cooperation of all 
forces and groups in solving the crisis. 











4. The PZPR Voivodship Committee believes that the crisis can be effectively over- 
come only in a atmosphere of public order, an atmosphere of social peace, with the 
mobilization and initiative of all working people directed toward honest work, with 
the simultaneous strengthening cf all alliances with the Soviet Union and with all 
countries in the socialist community.

The Voivodship Committee calls upon all party members in the Gdansk voivodship to 
support its efforts, the efforts of the echelon and the party aktiv, aimed at 
uniting in order to regain the ability and strength to conduct socialist reform and 
lift the economy so that it can ensure normal living conditions and development to 
society. 














Gdansk Party Resolution on Economic Reform 
Gdansk CLOS WYBRZEZA in Polish 26 Oct 81 p 3 


[Text] In accordance with the authority of the Executive Board, the PZPR Voivod- 
ship Committee in Gdansk accepted the wording of the resolution of the Voivodship 
Committee, passed at the plenary meeting on October 14, 1981. 


The document is composed of four parts. 


In part one the Voivodship Committee affirms the acceptance of the assessment of 
the sociopolitical situation in the Gdansk voivodship presented by the Voivodship 
Committee's Executive Board. This assessment became the basis of the position 
taken by the Voivodship Committee on this matter. The text of this declaration 
was published in CLOS WYBRZEZA on the 15th of this month. 


Part two of the resolution pertains to the basic point of the deliberations at 
the plenum of the Voivodship Committee--the conditions for applying economic reform. 


/"“The Voivodship Committee states, the resolution reads, that the urgent application 
of economic reform is the real and only change for creating the economic mechanisms 
which will guarantee the implemention of the assumptions of the political system 

in our country's economy, and thus restore authority ed social recognition to the 
party's leadership role. The essential precondition for bringing the country out 

of the crisis is social peace and the conclusion of an anti-crisis agreement between 
the government and the trade unions. 


To ensure that the economy will function properly under economic reform and to safe- 
guard the implementation of overall-social goals, the planning system must be social- 
ized and the functioning of local self-governments (voivodship and gmina [parish]) 
must be activated, in accordance with the directions of economic reform accepted at 
the Ninth Extraordinary Congress. 


At the same time, the Voivodship Committee sees the dangers which may cause a delay 
or which may cause the full application of reform to be impossible to accomplish. 
These dangers include: 


-- lack of approval for the actions and intentions of the authorities caused by low 
velfectiveness of past decisions and the propaganda of negating all actions on the 
part of the extreme forces of Solidarity, 


— the continually deteriorating economic situation and lack of political stabiliza- 
tion, which carries with it a risk of an explosion of protest by society and nation- 
al catastrophy, 


— lack of basic legal instruments, and often even drafts of these instruments, 
which are necessary before the enterprises can prenere to apply reforms. One of 
the conditions for the success of reform is that it have full social acceptance, 


— weak preparation and a waiting stance of a large part of the leadership cadre 
in the economy and the administration at all levels of management, 














— lack of basic knowledge on the conditions for the functioning of enterprises 
under economic reform and the social costs resulting from its application. 


The Voivodship Committee believes that without honest information and knowledge 
about reform it will be impossible to obtain the full commitment of the party aktiv 
and all party members and their active participation in the formation and proper 
functioning of workers’ self-governments. 


The Voivodship Committee supports all party, social and occupational initiatives 
aimed at making it possible to fully apply reforms. An example of this type of 
activity is the conference, held on October 9th and 10th, 1981, of the sociopolitical 
and economic aktiv of enterprises of the maritime economy and the shipbuilding indus- 
try in Poland's northern voivodships. It is the task of the voivodship echelon to 
give political and organizational support so that the results of this conference can 
be fully utilized. Other examples are: verifying the leadership cadre jointly with 
the workers’ councils and having the Voivodship Committee problem commissions coop- 
erate with the Voivodship People's Councils and the City People’s Councils."/ [in 
boldface]. 


The resolution states that the Voivodship Committee has recognized the motions 
contained in the Voivodship Committee Executive Board's and Gdansk governor's re- 
port to be on integral part of this document and obliges all of the addressees of 
these »cticns te implement them. The motions are contained in an attachment 

to the resolution. There are 15 of them and most of them pertain to the populari- 
zation of the assumptions of economic reform and the training of cadre involved in 
implementation of reform, with the participation of all inte ested organizations 
and institutions. They also bind the party echelons and org .aizations to actively 
function so as to implement economic reform and form workers" self-governments. 


Attention is also called to the prevention of social conflicts which may arise as 

a result. It is said in the motions that the voivodship administration organs must 
immediately prepare and submit a forecast of the social consequences of economic 
reform, taking problems of employment, prices, incomes, etc., into consideration. 
They must also submit specific proposals for alleviating negative side effects. 

The motions also state the need to propose to the central authorities that they 
accelerate the preparation and issuance of the standards acts which are lacking for 
the introduction of reform, and also urgent preparation of the party concept of 
territorial self-government. 


In part 3 the Voivodship Committee's resolution approves the rulesand regulations 
for the work of the Voivodship Committee and its problem commissions and also the 
structure of the organs and executive departments of the Voivodship Committe, 
which was contained in the report of the plenum. 


vart 4 of the resolution contains the five following general motions: 


/"1l. The Voivedship Committee authorizes all political workers to appear in its 
name and conduct party work in accordance with the provisions of the statute, the 
resolution of the Ninth Extraordinary Party Congress and the Eighteenth PZPR Voivod- 
ship Reports-Election Conference, and the resolutions of the subsequent plenary 
meetings of the Central Committee and Voivodship Committee. The political work of 
the political workers will be verified by the PZPR Voivodship Committee Executive 
hoard, 
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2. The Voivodship Committee instructs the Intraparty Commission to appoint, by 
November 15, 1981, a group to consider the problem of forming a City Committee in 
Cdansk. 


3. The Voivodship Committee notes for the record that the Executive Board will 
evaluate the work of the mass media and will submit this evaluation to the Voivod- 
ship Committee members. 


4. The Voivodship Committee calls upon the Voivodship Party Central Committee 
(WKKP) to submit the results of all completed clarifying actions at the next 
plenary meeting. 


5. In view of the compositions of the problem commissions, which are arousing 
reservations, the members of the central authorities from the Gdansk party organiza- 
tions are obliged to submit the opinions on this, as contained in the protocol of 
the deliberations."/ [in boldface]. 
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RADOM ENGINEERING SCHOOL RECTOR HEBDA INTERVIEWED 
Lodz GLOS ROBOTNICZY in Polish 18 Nov 81 ppl, 2 


[Interview with Prof Michal Hebda, Rector of the Higher School of Engineering (WS1I) 
in Radom by Pawel Patora, special emissary of GLOS ROBOTNICZY: "I Was Forced To 
Be a Candidate!", date and place not given) 


[Text] [Question] Rector Hebda, it is difficult for journalists to get to talk 
with YOU.«- 


[Answer] I am reluctant to talk with journalists, since their reports to date have 
been largely one-sided and have not helped matters. I would like some journalist 
finally to present the facts honestly, without hushing things up and making 
changes. Let him annotate his report later as he likes, but let the facts be 
published. 


The mass media have created an atmosphere in which you have some kind of idiot here 
who is clinging spasmodically to his position. 


[Question] But aren't you clinging to it? 


[Answer] I do not want to be the rector here at all! I live in Warsaw. For 6 
years | have commuted from Warsaw to Kielce or Radom. If this were to go on any 
longer, it would be counter to my personal, family, and professional interests. 
After all, I have received an offer for a much better job in Warsaw. I may check 
it out. If I remained here, it would be very difficult for me to satisfy the 
high material aspirations of the employees. For all of these reasons I tendered 
my resignation. 


[Question] And yet, despite the fact that the Minister accepted this resignation, 
you resolved to be a candidate in the elections on 27 October. 


[Answer] I was compelled to be a candidate. I was compelled to! 


[Question] Who compelled you? 


[Answer] My sense of mrality. When representatives of nine organizations per- 
suaded me between 7 pm and 1 am on the eve of the elections, it was difficult 
to stand firm. 








[Question] But you were elected in a procedure that is now in dispute. After all 
that happened, why didn’t you tender your resignation? 


|Answer] The procedure was correct. The Senate convened the electoral commission, 
and the commission worked out the election regulations. The Senate confirmed these 
regulations, and the electoral commission carried out the elections in accordance 
with these regulations. The Senate ratified the election results unanimpusly and 
summned the rector. Can one disregard this? Is all of this null and void? If I 
resigned, in what position would I leave the 800 people who declared for ay 
candidacy? 


{\Question] First secretary of the PZPR School Committee Dr Wojciech Czerwiec told 
m™ that the party organization obliged you to be a candidate since it recognized 
that the program of educational institution development which you presented is the 
best one. What are the main assumptions of this progran? 


|Answer] This whole educational institution has had its curriculum planned by me 
from start to finish. My program for the future is, therefore, a continuation of 
what | have already done. i consider it necessary to strengthen and develop courses 
of studies and scientific research existing here which have no counterparts in 
Poland. We have emphasized those disciplines in which we can devise something 
valuable. These should be original directions. Duplicating directions which for 
vears have been developed already in other large educational institutions such as 
the Academy of Mining and Metallurgy (AGi), Warsaw Technical University (Poli- 
technika), etc does not provide an opportunity to rapidly reach meaningful results. 


Therefore, we have, for example, the Institute of Prevention and Insurance, the 
only institution of its type in the CEMA countries (a few graduates of this 
institute are mechanics, a few are economists, and a few are organizers), and the 
Institute of Transport Systems, the courses at which exist nowhere else in 
Poland: crude oil technology, technology of explosive materials, artificial 
materials technology, footwear technology, economics of small-scale production, 
and many other courses found nowhere else. 


When | came here there were several independent scientific employees. Their 
numer has increased to about 40 now. There were not many mre than 10 doctors, 
and now there are mre than 100. In the course of 2 years (1979-1980) we have 
taken on 600 scientiiic employees. Apparatus worth 30-40 million zlotys has been 
expanded to Apparatus worth approximately 300 million zlotys. The cost of in- 
vestments implemented in these difficult times totals about half a billion zlotys. 
in 1978 rye was growing where ve are speaking now. Two hostels (the third is near- 
ing completion), the best student mess hall in Poland, a sports facility, and 
educational buildings have been erected. This development should be continued, 

and | assum this in my program. Bad vision or good, it is my own. 


[Question] The implementation of this vision depends in large part on the methods 
employed. You are accused of having an autocratic, and even a despotic style of 
mnoaging an educational institution... Ib you think such methods are appropriate, 
and do you intend to change thm? 











[Answer] I believe that these are exceptionally humanitarian methods. One-man 
decisions, one-person responsibility give those who feel they have been wronged a 
chance for reversal of the decisions made. When decisions are mde collegially, 
responsibility erodes. it is not true that these are autocratic methods. If we 
adopt some program following discussions, later I am not interested in having 

any mre discussions. Programs once adopted must be carried to completion. First 
let us do something, and later let us discuss it. I do not like idle talk. 


[Question] A while ago the session of the Senate of the WSI concluded. What was 
the subject of the deliberations? 


[Answer] The first point of the daily order was an attempt to write an open letter 
to the higher school senates and colleges of rectors in some academic centers. 
Resolutions adopted by the colleges in Krakow, Gdansk, and other centers attest to 
the utter lack of information on the causes and course of what is occurring in 
these schools, for I do not suspect the rectors of having ill intent. 


The second point was that the Senate adopted a position on the evaluation of the 
situation at WSI accomplished by the Conference of Higher Technical School Rectors, 
and on the suggestions conveyed to the Ministers by the 13 rectors and prorectors 
participating in this conference. These suggestions are wiadoptable. The partici- 
pants accuse us of having different voting regulations than other educational 
institutions had. They were exactly the same. Only after this whole “harangue” 
did they add one point conceming the election of the rector. The charge of lack 
of social consultation is odd. For pity's sake! Should the decision on con- 
ducting general elections be subject to social consultation? ‘There was consul- 
tation on the previous draft of voting regulations for 9 months. I declare that 

1 did not participate in efforts to prepare the draft. To this day I have not 
read the voting regulations. 


[Question] Db you see some way to resolve the conflict constructively? 


[Answer] We know that this education.1 institution and its interests are an 
element in the central political game. However, I provided a good solution, in 

my opinion, that was accepted by the Senate. First, we must break the strike 
immediately to facilitate the instruction of the 1,400 students involved, for 

there is no making up for losses. Second, there must be elections for new collegial 
authorities--faculty councils and a Senate. We must wade through this system until 
15 January, when I complete all the budgetary and material matters. Then let the 
new Senate call for a vote of no confidence in me. Whoever wants to could 
determine the ceiling on the number of votes needed. If the no confidence vote 
passed, I would yield, and a new rector could be elected. 


[Question] As far as I know, the strikers will not be inclined to accept this 
proposal... 


[Answer] I know that they want to strike to t's end. Let them strike, but it 
will be a very long strike, for I have my appostment until 1984. The strikers 
are a group of people blinded by passion. They are spreading @ rumor that I 
would take vengeance if I remained. I have already proposed that we nullify 
this whole stike period, which would constitute a prelude to an agreement. 











[Question] Would you be prepared to undertake negotiations with the Strike 
Committee? 


jAnswer] I would agree only if a consultative group were set up which offered two 
meet and talk with me. The strike has been a wildcat walkout up wtil now. ‘The 
Strikers have not even presented their demands, with which I became acquainted 


only during one of my meetings with the students.

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SEDITIOUS DOCUMENTS, WFAPONS FOUND IN SOLIDARITY OFFICES 
Warsaw ZOLNIERZ WOLNOSCI in Polish 18 Dec 81 p3 


[Article: “What Were the Weapons For? Small Arsenal Found in Private 
Apartment” | 


[Text] (Our own information) The concept of “confrontation” has recently 
come up many times in the mass media, and has awakened public anxiety, 
high feelings, and even horror. The threat of confrontation has been 
greater and greater, growing for several months, and recently after the 
“Solidarity” meetings in Radom and Gdansk, the vision of civil strife 

has become completely realistic. Today, then, the question of whether 
the activist extremists of “Solidarity” have been merely talking about 
confrontation or whether they have also been taking appropriate steps 

in the light of such a confrontation takes on particular significance. 


The fact that this has not been limited merely to words was proved re- 
cently during a search made of the Mazovian Regional Headquarters of 
"Solidarity" in Warsaw. Materials were found, including instructions 
on how to proceed in the event of a state of emergency, given over the 
Television News during the past few days. The materials prove the union 
activists’ preparations for a struggle and also for action contrary to 
the law and against the authorities. Confrontation was intended. It 
was represented as one of the stages of the struggle for power, a strug- 
gle which was to satisfy the personal ambitions of certain activists 

and which could involve numerous victims. 


Alongside the propaganda and directive-type materials found in the 
“Solidarity” headquarters in Warsaw were also objects the nature of 

wiich provides a clue as to the purpose of their being stored and their 
possible final use. A metal club weighing about 3 kilograms was hidden 
under a piece of paper. A baton with a container with paralyzing gas 

in it produced in one of the Western countries was also found there. It 
is supposed that this is a model for the production of other such batons. 
For example, they are discussed in the instructions formulating the prin- 
ciples of how to proceed in the event that a state of emergency is de- 
clared. 

















Another confusing incident occurred on Thursday the 17th of this month 
in Piotrkow Trybunalski. Col Zbigniew Pudysz, spokesman for the Minis- 
try of Internal Affairs, states that there had been an interrogation of 
two employees of the Classmaking Machine Factory there, a 22-year old, 
Andrzej Lipinski, and 28-year old Wlodziaierz Rozycki, members of “Soli- 
darity,” and a small arsenal of firearms was found. There were four 
locally-produced pistols, two with silencers, already fired, ready for 
use at a moment's notice. They were being stored and were concealed. 
Also found in the hiding-place vere ammunition and components of other 
firearms. Both men stated that they had hidden the weapons upon hearing 
that a state of war was coming into their area of the country. This was 
therefore a deliberate action in violation of the decree clearly stating 
that weapons should be turned over to the appropriate authorities within 
24 hours of promulgation. 


Of course there are other ways of interpreting the fact that Piotrkow 
“Solidarity” members produced and stored firearms, but there is no 
doubt that this was an act subject to criminal proceedings. Besides 
that, the two men's explanation seea naive. 


Lt Col Stanislaw Trafalski of the investigative office of the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs said that men had said they were collectors of old 
weapons and wanted to add the pistols to their collection, but added 
that we should remember that it was with just such a weapon that a taxi 
driver was murdered in Piotrkow in June. What were the weapons found 
in the possession of the two “Solidarity” members to be used for? The 
investigation being energetically pursued will learn the answer to that 
question.

HISTORIC KOOTS OF UNITY HETWEEN ARMY, PEOPLE 
jucharest VIATA AILITARA in Romanian Nov 81 pp 10, 13 


[article by Maj Gen Dr llie Ceausescu: “The Historical Roots of the Unity Between 
the Army and the People--a Characteristic Trait” 


[text] The glorious history of our people attests that the Romanian Communist Party 
is a legitimate heir of the advanced thought and action, of the over-2,000-year-long 
struggle for social and national emancipation, of the ideals of freedom, independence 
and sovereignty of the Romanian people. Our party has demonstrated an extensive 
power of aralysis and synthesis, ability in using the objective laws of social devel- 
opment, gaturity im mastering the outlook of dialectical and historical saterialics 
and applying it creatively to Romania's conditions, in utilizing the conclusions and 
lessons resulting from the experience of the struggles for social and national liber- 
ation, the advanced positions and ideas of the revolutionary and socialist sovesent 
in our country regarding the defense of the homeland, regarding the indissoluble ties 
between the gilitary organises and the broad sasses of people. 


As the gultisillenmial historical experience accumulated by the Romanians attests, 
our people have fought continually in an unwavering unity with the army to defend 
their freedom, independence and native land, being obliged to put forth an extensive 
gilitary effort, to wage endless battles against the invaders or those who encroached 
upon the homeland's sovereignty. This urgently necessitated the finding of solu- 
tions, sethods, forms of fighting, tactical and strategic ideas corresponding to the 
given situation, seant to secure victory under the conditions when the numerical and 
technical superiority on a gilitary plane belonged to the invaders. 


in the fight egninst the invaders, the Romanian people intuited, worked out and used 
with greater aud greater efficiency the idea and sethod of the united struggle with 
the army, mobilizing all the gatevial and spiritual resources in order to defeat or 
re pel the attackers. 


The indissoluble tie between the people and the army appeared among the Romanians, in 
primary forms, as early as in the time of the Geto-Dacians, who organized a broad 
popular resistance against invaders superior on a military plane. “From the forma- 
tion of the centralized Dacian state by Burebista in the ist century B.C., from the 
era of Decebal's flourishing Dacian society and then through 2,000 years of exist- 
ence, up to the present day,” the secretary general of the party points out, “our 
people had to carry on hard struggles to form and defend their own being, their na- 
tional entity.” The matter of the joint struggle of the whole populace with the aray 














appeared among the Komanians out of the need to defend theaselwes from the invaders. 
it can be said, without fear of being wrong, that the joint struggle of the people 
with the army for the defense of the homeland was and is an objective necessity for 
our country, sprimging from the need to defend theazselves, to defeat the invaders and 
those who nourished such thoughts, to safeguard the basic interests of the Romanian 
people, their right to life and free development, aasters of their own fate, free to 
develop themselwes in conforsity with their aspirations of civilization and peace. 
“The whole history of the Romanian people,” it says in the party's procras, “presents 
itself as the history of endless class struggles, of the battles waged by the broad 
zasses of people for freedom and social justice, for independence and the defense cf 
national being, for progress and civilization.” 


The art of the joint actions of the army and the people was applied constantly by the 
Romanian people’s great leaders and commanders of argies, such as Burebista, Decebal, 
tasarad |, Mircem the Old, Vied Tepes, Stephen the Great, Michael the Brave and sany 
others, who egployed in a contesporary fashion and on a wide scale forus and sethods 
of all kinds, the use of all the seans of fighting that they could have on hand in 
order to be able to cause losses to the enemy, including those isprovised or invented 
in wartige, and SO On. 


Im the course of tige, the relationship between the army and the people among the Ro- 
manians constituted not only «a permanent feature but also an educational condition 
for the defense of the ancestral land both in ancient tizes and in the Middle Ages, 
when the war against the invaders was going on at its peak and with results of the 
most positive kind, without « well-knit theory, a system of ideas and precepts, a 
doctrine having been worked out. The existence and use of this practice proved its 
utility in the day-by-day activity, in the fight agaisst the invaders. Another peri- 
od (specific to the domination of the bourgeois rogixe) then followed, one in which 
the concept of the joint struggle of the army with the people was theorized, and pre- 
cepts and ideas were worked out, but because of the policy of exploitation conducted 
by the ruling classes, because of the irreconcilable conflict between the sourgeoisie 
and the working masses, the tie between the army and the people did not always find 
its application in practice. 


Taking up and developing traditions of joint struggle of the generation of 1646, the 
socialist sovement in Romania devoted special attention to the problems of the strug- 
gle of the whole populace and the aray for the defense of the homeland, of its na- 
tional independence and sovereignty. 


with the transformation of the socialist party into the Romanian Communist Party, 
there began a new stave in the evolution of the concept of the joint struge] of the 
whole populace with the army for the defense of the homeland. As early as Aay 1921, 
the Romanian Communist Party put in its programmatic documents the ideas of the 
otruggle of the army together with the aasses. This idea was developed throughout 
the period up to 23 August 1944, in the light of the themes of the classics of Marz-

DRAGOSAVAC INTERVIEWED ON NOVI SAD TELEVISION

[Text] Novi Sad, 15 Dec (TANJUG)--Regardless of all the difficulties, I view with 
optimism the preparations and the goals of our 12th LCY Congress and believe that 
it will maintain the live of continuity of the revolution and of Tito's achieve- 
ments. this was asserted by Dr Dusan Dragosavac, president of the LCY Central 
Committee Presidium to Jelena Cvetkovic in an interview for Novi Sad television 
that will be broadcast tonight on Yugoslav radio and television. 


It is natural that many questions concerning stabilization and the developments in 
our economic and politicei life dominate the congress preparations, and this will 
certainly be so at the top gathering of Yugoslav communists. 


Asked to say what, for lack of a better word, the controversial questions of our 
political system are, Dragosavac began by recalling the generally known inter- 
national assessment that the world is in a rather deep crisis, both political and 
economic. In a certain way it reflects on us as a part of this world, and it is 
essential that we be aware of it and that we take all the necessary measures in 
our system and in our work to overcome these difficulties. 


For several decades now, DraroSavac said, we as a country have experienced both 
economic and cultural dynamism and social and political development. Yugoslavia 

is now at the level of a medium-developed country, which means that we have improved 
our position and that we have reduced the difference between us and the most develop- 
ed countries. This has also been a characteristic of our development in the period 
between the two congresses--so much so that according to some estimates, we now 

have a national per capita income of approximately $3,300. 


More important than all material things is our sociopolitical system. The question 
of the socialist self-management system within our country, the development and 
advance of national equality, brotherhood and unity and the affirmation of the con- 
cept of the working class and its historic interests. And so is, of course, the 
question of the development of the (?character) of social ownership, socially owned 
means of production and socializaticn of some state functions and policy, and it 

is important that this should, in fact, yield results. 














Dragosavac stressed this at the beginning of the conversation, pointing out that he 
did not wish to speak of this crisis in the world in order to justify our difficul- 
ties but to affirm that we should be aware of it and that we should organize our- 
selves better to overcome external influences and our own shortcomings. 


We must take into account the fact that as a country of average development, we 

can open ourselves economically and let the positive influence of the more pro- 
ductive world have an impact on us. Admittedly, this is not a new idea, because 
such an opening has been characteristic of our development. We are not an isolated 
country. On the contrary, we have been and are a most open country in terms of 
communication and cooperation, and this should be nurtured still further, of course, 
even now. 


When his attention was drawn to the fact that as far as the so-called controversial 
questions of our political system are concerned, the view is increasingly heard that 
our self-management is stagnating, Dusan Dragosavac said, among other things, that 
the question of the development of the social character of the means of production, 
the self-management of these social resources, the socialization of these social 
functions, and the state ones too, including all-people's defense and social self- 
protection, is not controversial. According to Dragosavac, the question of brother- 
hood and unity, equality and nonalignment is not controversial. 


For our socialist legal development, with all that this implies, Dragosavac asserted, 
these are questions that require no discussion. The only question that is asked is 
how to develop this better and more successfully. The inadequate development of 

our self-management system and the shortcomings within it make things difficult 

for us, and it is up to us to overcome this, eliminate it and advance without hesi- 
tation. 


[Question] What are these subjective weaknesses and reasons: How would you, 
Comrade Dragosavac, describe them within the context of the criticism of the slow 
linking up, of associated labor on the basis of self-management? 


[Answer] First of all, I would say that there are also some objective elements. 

We have reached a degree of socioeconomic development from which a new, higher 
quality step forward should be made. This is the question of when social repro- 
duction, in particular expanded reproduction, should be socialized, and when linked 
up associated labor should carry out this function. The influence exerted by 
factors outside the economy is still great, in particular on expanded reproduction, 
and in this context perhaps the executive organs, too, play too great a role. This 
role should not be underestimated. The executive organs will play this role to a 
significant extent in the future as well, as will the administrative organs in all 
areas. The question that arises is only in whose service is this role. It is 
present less in the service of associated labor, of self-management, in the service 
of precisely the socialization of expanded reproduction and Linking up of associat- 
ed labor. However, should it be in this service, then this role is in line with 
the historical interests of the working class and in line with socialism and is 
therefore a positive role. 


In this connection Dragosavac said that we have considerable weaknesses in this 
respect. He noted that there has been some criticism of these subjective forces, 








of the league of communists, the delegate system and executive organs. This 
criticism is valid, though in this respect, too, there are various kinds of criti- 
cism. We should be trained in order that we might develop as much as possible 
through our entire system--from the socialist alliance, the trade unions, the 

youth groups, the league of communists--in order that everybody examines first and 
foremost the problems that he should resolve. Wwe have perhaps at present too many 
of those who only see problems with others and less with themselves. Communists 
must not become isolated, must not have tunnel vision; they must successfully carry 
our their tasks on the job and not defend one sector over another, because after 
all, all of us work in sectors. 


With regard to Yugoslavia, Dragosavac goes on, we are a federal community. It 
cannot be anything else either, in view of the national composition and historical 
elements. This is our grert achievement and advantage. However, it is no coin- 
cidence that we have decreed that the league of communists cannot be a federal or- 
ganization but, on the contrary, a unified organization, because it ensures the 
unity of the system in which all our working people are vitally interested. Above 
all, their interest is to overcome exploitation, classes and a class society. 

fhis is a question of further promoting genuine socialist democracy. This is not 
a question of pluralism of political interests but a question of objectively 
acknowledging the existence of various interests in society and then resolving 
them successfully from unified positions. 


The attention of the president of the LCY Central Committee Presidium was drawn to 
the fact that assertions are often heard about republics and provinces creating 
their own national economies, that we are building togetherness at the expense of 
the particular as well as the particular at the expense of togetherness. 


[Answer] Well, you see, even during the war and immediately afterwards our party, 
led by Tito and by a whole galaxy of revolutionaries, Kardelj and others, rightly 
grasped and linked this social and national element in our country. By proceeding 
precisely from social, class interests, historical interests of the working class, 
although the country was at that time also underdeveloped, the historical tenden- 
cles and the social trends were correctly assessed and on this basis the solution 
of the national question was also placed at the focus of attention, because at 
that time there were six republican governments, and a seventh top of that. Even 
at that time various people often spoke, some with good intentions and some 
miliciously, both at home and abroad; well, it was easy to bring down a government 
in the old Yugoslavia, but it is difficult now to overthrow seven, or nine today, 
in view of the fact that we have two provinces. 


this, in fact, is expressed a little symbolically, but before the war, as it is 
known, Yugoslavia was a unitarist state, inequality was expressed in it through 
this single government and it was, therefore, easy to do this. However, there is 
now a different system here in which all are equal. 


Jragosavac stresses that the republics and provinces are one of our great achieve- 
ments which should continue to be developed and nurtured, and it will be necessary 
to do this for a long time. "When there are nations, when there are republics and 
provinces, they cannot be reduced to some kind of cultural autonomy. This is not 

in the spirit of Marxism and this is not our program. We know whose program it is 











but we have overcome it. What is at stake here is the question of the entity as 
well as the question of economic problems and economic interests. In this respect 
we should not shrink from, if you like, even national, so to say, republican and 
provincial economies. What is essential and what should be done is to overcome 
capital relations in general. This is a question pertaining to both republic and 
province, every section and in the federation. Our weaknesses also stem partly 
from the fact that we are overcoming this still too slowly, and if capitals clash 
then this can easily also transfer itself to nationalism. In this respect we 

then resolve the problems with greater difficulties and the opposite is also ture: 
if we overcome this--and this is in the historical interest of the working class-- 
only then will there be no troubles but, on the contrary this will be of advantage 
to everyone carrying out his function in his sphere." [Quote mark as received] 


[Question] What about those famous obstacles of ours to artificial sovereignties? 
Was the next question addressed to Dragosavac. 


[Answer] If this is also the sovereignty of the working people, a sovereignty 
linked with the working class, with the nation and with equality, then this 
sovereignty is positive, and vice versa. Of course, there are still those negative 
elements. Not it is a question of a way out. We have many now who think that 
the problem lies in our returning to the system which we had, which the others 
too have. This shows great weaknesses--as if we can ignore the republics and 
provinces. On the other hand, many think that the way out lies even in returning 
to some elements of the capitalist system. Since difficulties have emerged, many 
come forward who simply advocate one system or another. However, we see that 
these systems are experiencing a total crisis and that our weaknesses stem from 
the fact that there are still certain elements of both systems present in our 
country, Dragosavac said, and stressed that we must consistently develop self- 
management and associate labor and thus overcome the weaknesses of both systems. 
This is also the essence of the precongress debates and of the plans in the 
economic policy, to train ourselves to resolve these matters. 


What also arises now is the question of federalism in the LCY, the relative 
difterences in the understanding of the term and the essence of this so-called 
federalism are noticeable. But what we have are disagreements and lack of unity 
in the political and economic life. Do we have a unified league of communists 

at all or do the republics and provinces and even municipalities have "their own" 
leayue of communists? 


Pragosavac believes that it is now abnormal for discussions to be held on these 
issues and for there to be different concepts, in particular just now before the 
congress. However, he thinks thet it ts not good or normal that other concepts 
are appearing which are not in the spirit of our league of communists program 
and that there is not sufficient political resistance to that. 


Saying that in our multinational community, equality, national characteristics 

and individuality should be manifested, but that unity too is needed, Dragosavac 
stresses that this unity is the support of the league of communists. The unified 
interest of all is precisely this historical interest of the working class. This 
implies the social character of the means cf production in the whole of Yugoslavia, 
and implies that the elements and vestiges of state ownership should be overcome, 











that private ownership in the sense of private capitalist ownership should be over- 
come, though there is less of that in our country. Dragosavac pointed out that it 
is no coincidence that the constitution stipulates that the league of communists 
must preserve the unity of the system. This is a joint interest, an interest of 
all, and communists in all delegate assemblies should fight for it. Therefore the 
question of democratic centralism, of both of its elements, is fundamental for us. 
we have to develop democracy and discussion when policy is formulated but at the 
same time we must ensure discipline in implementing the policy, in the sense that 
this policy ensures unity which, naturally, takes into consideration certain 
specific features and makes initiative possible. However, as regards these funda- 
mental issues of the socialist self-managing system and its nonaligned policy no 
concession of any kind can be made to anybody.” [Quote mark as received] 


Dragosavac agreed with the view that in discussions, the principle of federalist 
relations in the league of communists is sometimes introduced instead of applying 
the fundamental principle of democratic centralism, and it then happens that demo- 
cratic centralism in the League of communists and, let us say, social agreement- 
making, are opposed to cach other in an antagonistic way. 


There are elements which the League of Vommunists must overcome. First and fore- 
most, in order to avoid falling into pragmatism, it must develop and adopt all the 
results of contemporary science, and stimulate and develop science and Marxisa. 
But, on the other hand, this distinguishes it from some kind of pragmatic narrow 
organization which has no prospects and does not open up perspectives. Similarly, 
the league of communists must not remain at the level of discussions, for in this 
case it would be transformed into some kind of discussion club, Dragosivac says. 
When it is a question of the composition of the league of communists leadership, 
one often discusses whether we need only high-brow intellectuals or workers as 
well. We need both, Dragosavac says, adding “that in committees they do not write 
dissertations, as we have universities for that." And precisely in order for the 
league of communist to be--and it is--a revolutionary organization, it must link 
both elements. It must aiso fight constantly against dogmatism, for Marxism is a 
science, and not some kind of dogma. This is a method for the promotion of social 
processes, for analyses. We must fight against sectarianism, for communists have 
never considered that they themselves are sufficient in order to develop and pro- 
mote. This was a characteristic of our party and remains so, which our people were 
able to turn to their own historic interests in order for tasks to be carried out. 
lhe party must be everywhere where social problems are resolved. 


it was suggested to Dragosavac that in the last few months it has been demonstrated 
that in the League of communists a two-fold attitude has been discussed increasing- 
ly In relation to carrying out what has been agreed and returning some kind of 
ethical image to communists. 


|\Answer| fes, there are quite a few problems here. This has always been very 
important tor the League of Communists. However, in the .eague of Communists there 
has never been any dispute over those basic human values. This is the question of 
treedom and democracy. It is, then, always essential to estimate what kind of 
freedoms are in question, and what kind of democracy, as well as whose class 
interest. We must, first and foremost, take account of the fact that classes are 
formed in production and that this is the central issue. I have been talking to 

















the comrades here in some collectives, and it is encouraging to see that despite 
all the difficulties they are to a certain extent free of those negative phenomena 
and penetration by various other weaknesses. This is what is encouraging, but it 
also points to the League of Communists obligations as a whole, and those of its 
leaderships, to fight more resolutely in other spheres in which something else is 
needed. When I spoke with all the Novi SAD collectives, I could see that the main 
concern was the issue of how this system should be linked and promoted. I could 
also see that the more developed collectives not only link up within Yugoslavia but 
also with others outside. This is a problem before us, how to make this much 
broader, better and more effective. 


[Question] Comrade Dragosavac, our principled solutions to the national question 
and the organization of the federation and so forth are well known. Our practice 
is also well known. How do you, from the point of view of national relations and 
the equality of the nations and nationalities, assess the problems in this sphere, 
which were also set out in a certain way at the last session of the LCY Central 
Committee? 


[Answer] The national problem, Dragosavac replied, must always be linked with the 
social problem, for we can only solve it successfully here from the positions of 
the interests of the working class, of self-management and associated labor. And 
for us, this is beyond any discussion, this is something about which we will not 
enter into any kind of dialogue with anyone. For us the question of the equality 
of the nations and nationalities is a question above discussion. This is the 
essence of Marxism, the essence of the program, and that is why it was put into the 
constitution. 


However, we are conscious of the fact, and we must be so, that while society is a 
class society, while the world is as it is, regardless of the results which are 
achieved by socialism and other progressive forces, as long as there is such a 
thing as a nation. This positive program of national equality will always remain 
topical for us. 


If we develop equality in a positive program, then we shall be more successful in 
the struggle against nationalism. Broader penetration onto the political scene 
by nationalism is only possible during individual moments of the slowing down of 
the development of self-management, vacillation or insufficient unity. I think 
that we have these elements now. 





Dragosavac emphasizes “that we must, as Tito did, constantly emphasize brotherhood 
and unity, and affirm complete equality. And here we have taken 4 great step 
forward in affirming not only the nations, but also the nationalities, as completely 
equal, as well as overcoming the concept of national minorities. Our republics 
and provinces have specific national features and the states of sociopolitical 
communities are national...." Dragosavac adds that in this way we have managed to 
create a situation in which there are no national minorities and no more peoples 
which are more state-forming or less state-forming, a situation in which these 
nations and nationalities of ours experience this Yugoslavia on an equal footing 
and do not look, as they say, “over the fence.” They were the initiators of 
overcoming this concept of national minorities. Because of this, we can justly 
assert that they also opted for this socialist self-managing Yugoslavia. And we 








aust continue to develop this moment, even against everything that is trying to 
destroy it, and as communists we must fight resolutely and in an ideopolitical way 
in the Socialist Alliance, the youth organizations, the trade unions and all other 
sociopolitical organizations. Naturally, Dragosavac says, it is not by chance that 
we envisaged other measures for the class enemy where it is a question of the 
dissemination of religious and national hatred. 


Viewed historically we have had, and still have, individual clericalists in these 
organizations who are not reconciled to what our revolution has established once 
and for all and to the fact that in its solutions it went further than a bourgeois 
revolution. The French bourgeois revolution, for example, cleared up relations of 
the separation of church and state, and the state from education. Naturally, in 
our revolution we were able to go further, and we did so. This is now the result 
of the constitution and our laws, and they are issues which we will not discuss 
with anyone. Nor will we permit any kind of demand that we should go back in this 
sense, or the demand of any religious community to interfere as an organization in 
national relations. This would mean introducing intolerance. [It is something cise 
when individual nationalists in collusion with clericalists often act negatively, 
while pretending to be concerned for the nation. We must oppose this resolutely, 
above all by our political means, by explaining this to the people. 


Dragosavac recalls the fact that in its program the League of Communists says that 
it is incompatible for the membership to be linked with various religious convic- 
tions or for them to coexist with various ideologies. Discussion within the jeague 
of Communists from positions of Marxism on how to work better and behave oneself 
are one thing, but it is quite a different thing to solve within the socialist 
alliance various self-management interests, again, on the main directions of the 
promotion of socialism, brotherhood and unity, the development of self-management 
and of associated labor and so forth. In our society there is coexistence between 
people of various ideological orientations and, as Dragosavac says, “the question 
of theistic believers and atheists. We do not enter into this private sphere, and 
everyone is free to be in the League of Communists if he adopts its program and 
statute. In the Socialist Alliance and self-management, regardless of whether 

they are atheists or theists, they are equal, but if anyone divides them on this 
basis, then we take measures, regardless of whether they are theists or atheists. 
In this sense too, we must struggle against sectarianism in the league of communism 
and opportunism. This is a constant theme, for there will always be both one and 
the other.” 


Replying to the question about international cooperation of the League of Commun ist 
of Yugoslavia and the manifested impression that our public and party membership 
do not have enough knowledge of this, Dragosavac said that we have a very broad 
cooperation of this kind. Our party and the revolution, with Tito and Kardelj at 
their head, before, during and after the war proceeded. By tradition, from the 
fact that we are never self-sufficient, we have tried to carry out in the best 
possible way our tasks of the continuity of the revolution which also includes our 
obligations toward the world. This was created a prestige for us in the world; we 
have established very broad ties in the sphere of state relations, in particular 

in the nonaligned movement and at ths United Nations. We have been the pioneers in 
the affirmation of cooperation by countries with different systems, of noninter- 
ference in the internal affairs. #e have demonstrated that the time has come for 
emall people too. If they are on the right course, representing much and that 

"the great" can no longer shape their destiny. This is the example which we have 
set and many examples demonstrate this, along this line of the league of communists 
we have consistently helped every revolutionary movement and are helping and wiil 
help also in the future. 
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[Question] There is more and more talk about the new phenomena of pseudoliberalisa 
in arts, publicist work and journalism. Can you, Comrade Dragosavac, throw more 
light on these phenomena, their scope and genesis? Is there continuity in all this 
starting with the seventies? 


[Answer] There is continuity but it is a different matter when this emerges on the 
political scene sometimes to a greater, sometimes a lesser degree. As I have said 
earlier as long as a nation exists there will be problems not only of the national 
but also of nationalistic phenomena. And something similar exists also here in the 
above-mentioned sphere. We have three attitudes: the first is the bourgeois, 

the second dogmatic--that which we often call Stalinist--and both have conditions 
tor existence, they have their continuity. And then there is that third attitude 
of ours: the dominant socialist self-managing one. At individual points in time 
when difficulties grow greater, when a crisis hits the world and when crisis ele- 
ments arise in our country too, then the two former aspects are more prominent on 
the political scene. 


Dragosavac says that regarding the issues of culture and science we clarified with 
our program a long time ago that the league of communists is not any kind of 

arbiter in this respect, neither are its forums. In this respect we should allow 
full breadth. It is known that people do not agree on aesthetic issues, the tastes 
differ and this is not disputed. The league of communists neither usurps a monopoly 
nor does it acknowledge monopoly to anybody else and it must fight against these 
monopolies. But sat the league of communists must do, since it is not a sector- 
like but a revolut‘onary organization, is to fight against alien ideological con- 
cepts in these spheres too. 


[Question] The 12th Vongress of the LCY will be the first congress to be held 
without Comrade Tito, the man who set the tone of all the congress of Yugoslav 
communists. We are already now describing the forthcoming congress as a Titoist 
congress, as the congress of consistency, affirmation and unfolding of fresh pros- 
pects for socialist self-management. What do you think about that? This was the 
last question put by Novi Sad television. 


[Answer] By proceeding from the continuity of our revolution, that is from its 
further development, Dragosavac stresses that the revolution can never stop. If 
it stops, if it is reduced to history, then this is the end of it as a revolution. 
fhe course of self-management, of socialism, the course of associating of labor, 
of equality, of brotherhood and unity and of nonaligned policy--these are the issues 
which should be developed further and promoted before the congress and then at the 
congress tasks regarding this course set. This represents continuity, the contin- 
uity of our line, the protagonists of which are Tito, as the leader of our party 
for o ony vears, for decades. But I would mention in this context that in that 
period we also lost another personality such as Kardelj was, before that we lost 
Viahovic, Milentije Popovic and many others. But, between the two congresses we 
lost two personalities who had never separated themselves from the revolution. 
And, it goes without saying, that an even greater obligation is borne by us. That 
is, that we affirm this Line, Dusan Dragosavac, president of the LCY Central Com- 
mittee presidium, said at the end of his interview to Novi 5a!) television. 
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KOSOVO'S HASANI ANALYZES PROBLEMS

'Text] Pristina 17 Dec (TANJUG)--Sinan Hasani, member of the Yosovo League of Com- 
munists Provincial Committee presidium and of the LCY Central Committee, in a con- 
versation with Pristina radio-television editor Alui Aluaj, gave an all-round 
picture of the importance of the LCY's political platform for *> cvo and for the 
whole of our community. In Hasani’s opinion the essential pa.: in the platform is 
a social analysis of the counterrevolutionary events in Kosovo, that is an exanin- 
ation of the basic is causes which facilitated the operation of Albanian irreden- 
tists. The causes, Hasani emphasized, must first and foremost be sought in the 
erroneous policy on Kosovo's development. 


As is well known, Sinan Hasani went on, immediately after the war and for several 
years afterward, the structure of the population was such that the majority ccon- 
sisted of peasants, with about 80 percent of the inhabitants engaged in agriculture. 
However, later on it came about that young people left the villages in large numbers 
and flooded the towns in a desire to be educated, even to be educated for civil 
service professions. When we look at the composition or the structure of our 
university in Pristina, then we shall see that about 70 percent of students have 
studied the arts while the productive branches were neglected, for fewer people 
were interested in that; only about 30 percent of students. This created quite a 
lot of problems and other difficulties for in this specific situation people could 
see 90 More secure prospects for themselves. 


In addition, Hasani continued, people who studied the arts, for instance, such as 
history, literature, languages, sociology and other spheres, somehow did not get 
close to our development and sometimes even hampered this development-~-I am think- 
ing here of the development of socialist self-management--because they often dealt 
with some problems or other representing romaticism, particularly in the sphere of 
history, literature and so forth. 


| feel that the platform attributes particular importance to elucidating the role 
of management in these situations, the role of the political party leadership in 
the province, the document states that all these social trends have happened to us 
without these problems being overcome by the further development of our self-manag- 
ing system, by the further development of unity, brotherhood and community. Such 
trends often gained in scope so as even to bring the community into question. 

This occasionally harmed our unity too, for the conviction was formed that our 














development depends exclusively upon what the community can give and not upon 
adequate mobilization of all the subjective forces in the province. 


For 7 months our sociopolitical activity has been conducted on the basis of the 
program of action of the League of Communists Provincial Committee. It can surely 
be said that we have achieved considerable, visible results. The first thing, which 
in my opinion is very important, is that working people, peasants and young people 
have been able to see with whom they are dealing. We have, however, come up against 
nationalism which has in the final analysis inflicted the greatest harm primarily 
upon the very people within which it manifests itself, in this specific situation 
upon the Albanian people itself. How and why is it precisely the Albanian people? 
Because nationalism represents a bourgeois ideology and policy, a profascist ideclogy. 
if anyone has inflicted damage upon the Albanian people, then this has been done in 
the first place by racism and the bourgeoisie which have for decades and centuries 
exploited this people. 


In addition, nationalist ideology is very dangerous particularly for development, 
for unity and first and foremost for the working people, regardless of to which 
nation or nationality they belong. Accordingly, nationalist manifestations have 
damaged our struggle and our efforts exerted in the aim of further developing 
brotherhood and unity between the nations and nationalities in our province and in 
the whole country. i say this because I think that it is very important that the 
people and the working people, primarily the Albanians, begin to understand with 
whom they are dealing; that very sombre forces are involved which directly threaten 
the interests of the Albanian people and the brotherhood, unity, and community of 
all the nations and nationalities living in our province. 


I think that through our specific actions against nationalist elements and through 
specific political work and actions we have managed to isolate to a considerable 
degree the nationalist and irredentist element and, on the other hand to introduce 
a more accurate concept of the policy of brotherhood and unity in our country. 


In answer to 4 question as to what results have been achieved in preventing the 
emigration of Serbs and Montenegrins from Kosovo, Hasani said. 


rhe problem of emigration or the problem of population movement is a problem which 
has long accompanied human society. However, you are right. The question is 
posed in the context of the program of aciton which we have adopted. In fact, the 
question of the emigration of Serbs and Montenegrins is posed from the viewpoint of 
a reactionary nationalist ideology, platform and policy, for these torces aimed at 
making the population of Kosovo a pure ethnic Albanian one, in order thereby to 
present other political specific demands relating to the matter of the republic or 
relating to the matter of the so-called Marxist-Leninist political organization as 
they call themselves. In relation to this we acted wholly justifiably and with 
political maturity when we set out with the appropriate analysis to prevent arti- 
ficial emigration or emigration under pressure. For all the analayses showed that 
not all emigrations occur under pressure. There were such emigrations and similar 
nanifestations, however. 


In the program of action therefore, we did not say that emigration of Serbs and 
Montenegrins was taking place only because of pressure and nationalist irredentist 
policy and not permitting them to take place. If we compare data on these move- 














ments, that is on the emigration of Serbs and Montenegrins from Kosovo during the 
last 10 years and in the -ourse of the period since the manifestation of counter- 
revolutionary events, then we gay say there are now fewer cases of such emigrations. 
i think we have succeeded in preventing such a process, which was in fact unnatural 
or imposed by nationalist and irredentist reactionary forces. 


I think that there is sometimes a certain opportuniss, Hasani commented, so that 
people do not see the importance of this question sufficiently. It sometimes 
happens that adequate measures are not undertaken such as, for instance, those which 
are undertaken against any manifestation of nationalism. In the final analysis, 
wherever we have pressures relating to the emigration of Serbs and Montenegrins, and 
Il reiterate that such instances have taken place, then it woule be wholly justified 
tor measures to be undertaken such as those undertaken against those responsible for 
demonstrations and against people organized in illegal hostile organizations. The 
gravity of such nationalism is no less than that of taking part in demonstrations 
for it represents a counterrevolutionary action and a hostile phenomenon. 


In this respect we are therefore confronted by very serious tasks for in the future, 
too, we Must struggle to prevent such manifestations in the aim of suppressing 
emigration in order to recover the full trust of the working people. This Kosovo 
belongs to all of us. This Kosovo is our home, our environment in which we live 
together, and in which we shall share together every good and evil. in no case 

can we permit brotherhood and unity to be brought into question so many years after 
the revolution. 


Answering a question about the dimensions of the indoctrination of greater Albanian 
irredentism, Hasani said that this had more or less encompassed both economic and 
cultural life to a great degree. I consider that that indoctrination can be per- 
ceived also in certain of our sctentific, cultural and other works and creativity, 
and alse in our educational and upbringing process, particularly in regard to 
glorification of certain issues along the lines of national romaticism. We have 
not devoted sufficient attention to the problems of education on the basis of our 
achievements, our revolution and Yugoslav socialist patriotism. This indoctrina- 
tion has penetrated in various ways and in various forms which cannot be perceived 
at first glance but when a person looks a little more deeply, then he sees all 
those goals and sees that it was not healthy or that it was reactionary. 


Speaking then of Albantan propaganda, Hasani said that Enver Hoxha and other in- 
dividual Albantan leaders were trying to encourage political activity against the 
sovereignty and intesrity of owr country. They are coming forward with direct 
territorial claims and in so doing fully identify themselves with Albanian irre- 
dentiem and nationalism in Kosovo, rendering them open support and encouraging them 
to continue this sort of activity. This propaganda by Albania is quite intensive 
und it is well known that this is not in anybody's interest and even less in the 
Interest of the Albanian people here or of Albanians in Albania. When | say that 
it is not In the interest of the Albanian people either 'ereor there this means that 
it is even less in the interest of the Balkans and the situation prevailing in the 
world ecause it can be clearly seen that the deterioration of such relations is 
used by the great powers for the implemen'ation of their objectives. The present 
situation tn the world is very complex and everyone bears 4 great responsibility 
indeed for its exacerbation, particularly making such demands. 











Yugoslavia vill never permit its integrity and sovereignty to be violated and its 
borders to be violated which are the result also of the struggle of the Albanian 
people which fought together with other Yugoslav peoples and which has created this 
country together with all the nations and nationalities in socialist Yugoslavia to 
which it belongs. 


It is becoming even clearer to us, stressed Hassani, that the question of the re- 
public, that is to say of the slogan “Kosovo-Republic,” does not stem from a need 
or from some problem that Kosovo has not resolved its status in our socialist 
community, either as a social political community or from the international aspect 
or from the aspect of international policy. For instance, we know that Kosovo 


was autonomy. 


bearing in mind out self-management principles and our self-management policy Kosovo 
is in a position to decide all significant questions just as the republics decide 
about the future of the country. It has the same rights as the republics both when 
what is involved is a situation of internal development and when foreign policy is 
involved. I will say it again that it has all the right that belongs to it. 
Accordingly, stressed Hasani, the demand for the republican status does not stem 
from something that it allegedly does not have with regard to a principled solution 
of the autonomous status of the province, including the position of the Albanian 
nationality. It represents, in fact, an aspiration of the nationalists and irre- 
dentists; in fact their aim of destroying sociaiist Yugoslavia. They know full 
well that the slogan of having a republic represents something which is attractive 
to inadequately informed people. They thought that in so doing they will win them 
over and gain a few points. However, in terms of their concept, by setting up the 
Republic of Kosovo they thought that they would change the constitutional order in 
Yugoslavia. However no one has the right on which the people themselves have 
decided. The people adopted the constitution and laid down the appropriate organ- 
ization of the country. This is why these are unacceptable demands. 


However, I wanted to say that the thought behind it is to discredit Yugoslavia. 
These are the two reasons which testify that other interests, too, are involved 

in this. First of all, Yugoslavia is a very popular country which is building its 
own socialism and developing its own path into socialism which this does not suit 
the enemy. In particular it does not suit the dogmatic Stalinist forces. More- 
over, Yugoslavia pursues a nonaligned policy and this does not suit at all the 
“teat powers which are interested in specific spheres of interest. 


We must admit, Hasani went on to say, that we have not paid sufficient attention 
to the questions of developing the relations between the socialist Republic of 
Serbia and Kosovo or to developing relations with the federation to ensure fuller 
cooperation. When I say fuller cooperation I am thinking of the Serbian constitu- 
tion and of the constitution of the socialist autonomous province of Kosovo. The 
attribute of the statehood of Kosovo as an autonomous area has been fulfilled and 
continwes to be fulfilled through Serbia, but when I say through Serbia | do not 
moan to say that we fulfill the attribute of statehood through (’somebody elses) 
ittribute but through our own social attribute. in this sense we have to see also 
some other things because the relations between the republic and the province had 
not been unfolding correctly enough. However, the most important things for us 

is that we have opted for a self-management system while the problem of statehood, 
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both in practical terms and in theory, represents for us a process which should be 
gradually eliminated. If the situation is such, then the relations must be 
developed from the aspect of integration, from the aspecr of associating the labor 
and the resources vith a view to giving life to the activity which will ensure the 
affirmation of (’nationality) in all national areas. I think that (’in this respect) 
we must display an even more intensive activity. 


Replying to the question what he could say about the so-called “Marxist-Leninist 
Party of the Albanians in Yugoslavia,” Hasani said that it would have been a much 
better thing if the authors of this “party” called themselves an “anti-Marxist and 
anti-Leninist Party” rather than a “Marxist-Leninist Party” because as a matter of 
fact this party has sothing in common either with Marxism or Leninism. When Albanian 
nationalists in a specific situation realized that they could not get young people 
into action with nationalistic and fascist slogans they wanted to do a sort of 
tursabouwt in this matter. Although absolutely aware of their nationalistic ideology, 
the nationalists began to call themselves a “Marxist-Lenicist Party.” By doing that, 
they acted like wolves in sheeps clothing and are bleating like lambs when they are 
in fact constantly sharpening their teeth in order to be able to swallow every 
victim. This is th> essence of the matter because this “party” has no connection 
with Marxiem. When o.c looks at who these people are and what they are offering 
then one can see their origin. Ome can see that their parents were, for instance, 
ballists of members of various fascist organizations during the war. In one word, 
they are politically very suspect people. Just imagine these very people being 
concerned with questions of Marxiem and Leniniem. It is just too ridiculous. 
However, let me say this once again: they knew very perfidiously how to take the 
opportunity to attract young people whom they had not been able to dupe by resort- 
ing to old slogans because it is clear that what is involved is fascist ideology 
fighting against socialist Yugoslavia or against our Kosovo sutonomy. 


Searing all this in mind they proclaim themselves “Marxists-Leninists."” for this 
very reason one is sometimes sorry that they have been able to lead astray 4 sec- 
tion of young people in whose hands nationalists and irredentists placed live embers 
and from which they were not aware they would get burnt. That is why | think that 
it would be a good thing if they saw this, and it is high time they did see it, to 
rwoid becoming victims of various tanipulations. Young people must begin to think 
for themselves and realize whom they are serving when in certain schools they 
occasionally indulge in enemy activities. 


it is very significeat, Heseni went on to say, that most intellectual cadres, 
primarily teaching cadres, during the first few days understood these things and 
distanced themselves from the counterrevolutionary activities denouncing any such 
enemy activity. Furthermore it is significant that educational, scientific and 
other intellectual cadres carried owt all the tasks stemming from the action program 
in « very sefious way, tavesting efforts for their further implementation. 


it is very tmportant, Mesani stressed, that we should go on fighting for the 
echooling aad the training of school pupils and students, who must be committed 

to proving their values by deeds rather than to wasting time and falling under the 
inflwence of someone who has no commection whatsoever with their progress and with 
no wish for their further national and cultural development. We must ensure the 
further education of the young people through schooling. National affirmation 
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cannot h. attained through idleness or by searching for irrelevances. We must work 
as much as possible. This society has paid considerable attention to the develop- 
ment of Kosovo because we are the least developed area, but this does not mean 

that the people of Slovenia, Croatia or Serbia should now meet all our demands or 
that we need not work enough for our own development. This is not in keeping with 
human values and it is also immoral. If a worker in a part of the country wor«s 
and helps you, then you too must strive to justify this aid and to make use of this 
1id tor the most appropriate type of development. Sometimes we have many conceptions 
regarding our attitude to work. Our schools and our universities must work even 
more and must make even greater efforts to correctly educate the generations and 

to establish a more correct attitude toward work. 


At the end of his talk, Sinan Hasani said that the consideration of the party, 
political and other responsibility of the leading people at the time of the events 
in Kosovo has been left to a group of the provincial committee presidium which 

must size up the problem even more closely. As far as the training of the leader- 
ship is concerned, we ®ust bear in mind the fact that elections are imminent. The 
platform says that there have been problems in the cadres policy, such as familiar- 
ity and sometimes even grouping and that democratic cadre policy was lacking. In 
view of the fact that this was said in the platform, it is sure that it was done on 
the baste of appropriate analyses. Therefore, during the forthcoming elections we 
must elise :eate all the past omissions, which can be attained only on the basis of 

a democratic policy to be pursued within the context of the cadre policy.

FATES OF FIVE ALBANIAN FAMILIES IN KOSOVO TRACED 
Belgrade ZUM REPORTER in Serbo-Croatian No 792, 17 Sep 81 pp 17-21 
[Article by Duska Vrhovac-Pantovic: “Caps, Scholarships and Isolation"] 


[Text] I set off for the village of Vrela with a friend who had escorted me on 
this trip and another comrade from the opstina headquarters who on his own had 
otfered to take us to the house of those I wished to talk to, the family of Imer 
Bljakaj. This family is isolated because Imer’s two sons, Ibis and Idriz, have 
been punished as direct participants in the demonstrations in Istok. Ibis spent 
60 days in prison, his scholarship was terminated, and he says that he does not 
know whether he will be allowed to take examinations this year. Idriz is still 
in prison, where he has been for more than 3 months. I learned unofficially 
that he was one of the leaders in Istok, and indeed criminal proceedings have 
been instituted against him. 


Imer Bljakaj has been expelled from the SAWP and from the Federation of Veterans 
for opportunistic behavior. In front of the house we told him that I wished to 
talk with his son Ibis about the demonstrations. He invited us into the house, 
led us into a room in which one sits down in the oriental fashion, on the floor, 
and said that he himself was very much disposed to talk. Very explicitly and 
vigorously, confirming his words with his hand, he said almost without a pause: 


"At no point did I think of altering this system. we never had such a system 
before, nor will we have a better one. I am not against the way things are to- 
day, even if they arrest me and whatever they do to me. This thing now is some- 
thing which people have done to me. And they have done it out of spite! My 
children are attending the university. This one (he indicates Ibis, who is 
drinking coffee) is in his 34 year. The other, the one in prison, has finished, 
he only had examinations to take im two subjects. But they have done all this 
to me out of spite. Neither of them participated in the demonstrations. I have 
witnesses for this one, who was in Pristina, that policeman who states that my 
son tled from the demonstrators in Pristina. He says that the bus did not stop, 
and that he personally halted him and shoved him into the bus. He said that he 
would testify to that in any place, all the way to Belgrade even. All of this 
has been done to me out of spite. This was done to me by SS and IM (he stated 
the full first and last names of people from that village). When the first slo- 
gan was written here on the wall (mear the house), they said that my son had 
written it. Idriz was a teacher in Istok. That is where he lived. He came 
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home that evening. He went to visit his sick grandmother at the house of SS. 

He spent the night there. The next day the slogan appeared, and they said that 
Idriz Bljakaj had written it. SS said that he would be a witness, that indeed 
the entire family would testify that he had spent the night with them. They 
took Idriz off for interrogation. And then that day they put him in prison when 
he set off for the high school, since he was going to hold a class. That is, he 
left the high school to prevent the students from breaking the windows. He was 
with the students. IL. S. told the police: ‘Strike this one, he's the main one!' 
They beat him with riot sticks. He remained there. Then we brought him by car. 
The next day they came and took him away. This one (Ibis) they picked up in 
Banja, where he was working for SN. They took him off 1 day earlier. One day 
he put on his white cap and went out. He didn't do anything else but wear the 
cap. Some 30 or so others were wearing caps, but not a single one was punished 
for it, just him. I will say the same at any place, and I will say it to their 
face. This is only out of spite. Now let them say what they want. This one 
spent 2 months in prison. The other three. Now they have extended it a 4th 
month. They have not been able to present absolutely any arguments against him. 
They do this only forcibly. The government has a long arm and can do what it 
likes. But I have never been, nor will I be, against this system. But people 
arrange things.... 1 was a fighter. I lost 75 percent of my health in the war. 
And so long as I am alive, I will not be against this system. Let them shoot 
me, let them put me in prison, let them do what they please. They cannot break 
me so that I will oppose the way things are today. But I am against evil peo- 
ple! Since those evil people have rigged all this. Let everybody know that! 


"My sons are excellent students. Idriz is studying electrical engineering, and 
Ibis is in the School of Economics. This one (a third, Hajdar, who is present) 
is a clerk in a store here. He does not live with me, he has a separate house- 
hold. Up until now we have not had any problems. 


"I was a participant in the war from November 1944. I was involved in wartime 
operations everywhere, in Vrsac, in Bosnia, in Sarajevo, I was in the war in 
those areas right up until 1945. I know what freedom is, and there is no way 
that I can be opposed to the way things are today." 


Although I wanted to hear the son first, the father, exercising his right as the 
eldest, wanted to explain everything and to tell everything: 


"These two were members of the League of Communists. Now they have been ex- 
pelled. Idriz was not a member. 


"Nothing in my life has affected me more than this isolation. And they have 
isolated me without reason. But one cannot leave his skin. They have expelled 
me from the SAWP. IL do not have the right to vote. No one can come into my 
house, nor can L go to see anyone else. Incidentally, I am able to talk with 
people in the street. No one can come here on either a gay or a sad occasion. 


"I have one other son, he is in the army. He has graduated from a school in 
mathematics and has enrolled at the university. Now he will continue his stud- 
ies when he returns. He has no problems at all. I also have a daughter. They 
were all excellent pupils. I have done everything for them to have an educa- 
tion, and now everything is falling apart.” 











The words poured out of old Imer spontaneously, but I asked if we could also 
hear from the sons, who had been listening carefully while their father spoke. 
The eldest, Hajdar, clerk in the Korenik commercial enterprise, has been ex- 
pelled from membership in the League of Communists because of his brothers. He 
spoke quietly, collectedly, with no desire to say anything more than was neces- 
sary: 


“When I learned of the demonstrations, first in Pristina and then in Istok, I 
did not feel good about it. I was afraid that my brother might participate, 
since he was at the university there. The other was employed in Istok. When I 
learned that Ibis was not a participant, that he had fled from the demonstrators 
and headed home, I will be frank with you, I was relieved. I was not around 
when that incident happened in Istok. I was told of this brother that he had 
not participated, that he was in the car of the agricultural cooperative here in 
Vrela. The other, as you have heard, was a teacher at the school in Iistok. But 
when the demonstrators were approaching the schoolbuilding, when they began to 
attack the school, I heard that he went out to tell them not to do that. Some 
policemen assaulted him and gave him several blows with riot sticks. I felt bad 
when | heard that. Later I had problems at work. 


"In party meetings I have always declared myself to be against the demonstrators, 
against .11 hostile activity. In the village as well I have declared myself to 
be against the hostile demonstrations. I have been expelled from the League of 
Communists solely because of my brothers. I defended myself, repeating their 
statements that they did not participate in the demonstrations. I was con- 
stantly told that actually they had not participated. I said at the time, in 
the meeting, and I say it now, that I am against all hostile activity. They 
have expelled me from the League of Communists because of them. I get along at 
work, but it is still not the way it was before. Something has changed. The 
people in the village say that his father has been expelled from the Socialist 
Alliance so that we cannot enter the store. It seems they are insisting on hav- 
ing me driven from my job." 


Hajdar did not wish to say anything further. It seemed that the most difticult 
for him was after all the new attitude toward him of the people in the village, 
though he did not actually say so. 


I asked Ibis to tell his story regardless of what we had already heard from his 
father and his brother. A broad-shouldered fellow who seemed straightforward 
and had something inscrutable in his expression, he spoke easily and quickly. 1 
had the impression that he was repeating his story for the umpteenth time. 


"It began on Il March. It was Wednesday. There was a soccer match in Pristina 
between Partizan and Pristina. I went to the game. After the game | came 
Straight home, I did not go to the dormitory at all. Thus I did not even see 
the demonstrations, much less participate in them. I learned about that event 
only the next day. I was against those who behaved that way. They were pro- 
testing against the food. There was trouble in the dining hall. You always had 


to wait at least an hour to get your meal. Most people did not stay in line so 
there was always a commotion. I stayed at home 2 or 3 days on that occasion. I 
had classes on the 26th of March. That day I heard the lecture in demography, 








and another class had a lecture in marketing. When the classes were over, 

there was a crowd at the entrance to the building. There were a great many peo- 
ple. I wanted to go outside, but they didn't let us. Later professors and Con- 
rade Azem Vlasi came. They appeared in front of the dormitory. It was a large 
gathering. However, since they did not reach agreement, they began to shout. 
They did not let us leave the dormitory. Anyone found outside was beaten. We 
stayed in the dormitory. They drove us out of the dormitories about 1900 hours. 
They delivered a speech to us in front of the dormitory. Or Friday I came home 
again. I did not go to Pristina again until...Wednesday. It seems to me that 
day was the Ist of April, and as I approached the dormitory, the demonstrations 
had already begun. I slept in the dormitory that evening. The next day I 
wanted to return home, but they said they would not allow it. I went out with 
my two roommates. When I reached the traffic light, the bus left us behind. 

The policeman Sadrija happened to be there, and he stopped the bus for us. They 
conducted a search, and I finally came home. 


"Nor was | in the demonstrations in Istok. When the demonstrations began, I was 
in a vehicle belonging to the OOUR [Basic Organization of Associated Labor] ‘Co- 
operation’ from Vrela. F. and S. were with me. Both are workers in that work 
organization. It is true that I was in Istok that day. I drove a tractor there 
about 1200 hours. I saw them when they headed up. I was against them. Had I 
wanted to, | would have joined them in Pristina. 


"So, L have lost a lot. I missed the examination period in June. Ali i was 
able to take were the one-semester subjects in January. I don't know whether 
they will let me take any now in September. 


"Yes, I spent 60 days in prison. No one asked me any questions there. In Istok 
they just beat me a couple of times with riot sticks, and nothing more. I told 
them to ask F. If he says that I was not in his car, then let them punish me. 

1 spent 2 months in prison, but without evidence. They kept me for a few days 
in Pec, and then they took me off to Gnjilane. That was a tough prison. The 
rooms were small, and the windows were blocked up with sheet metal. There were 
8 beds and 12 of us. The heat was horrible. All day we were wiping off the 
sweat with towels. The verdict was rendered there in Istok by the judge for 
misdemeanors. They did not give me even an opportunity to say anything. I sug- 
gested that they ask the people I was with. They put me in prison on the ist of 
May. 1 had two comrades while I was there. I was the only one put in prison. 
Had we been participants, they would have locked up those two, too. One is from 
Banja and the other from Kamenica. 


"| was always against the demonstrations. Even today I am opposed. They gained 
nothing. They only lost and caused trouble. 


“When the slogan appeared here on the rock near our house, we held a meeting. 
SB stood up and took part in the discussion. He said among other things that 
the slogans were written by those who wander around at night. I1 added that if 
that was the case, then they were written by his children, since they are the 


ones who are constantly wandering around at night. And the slogan said ‘We Want 
a Republic." I played into their hands by saying that. They concluded that it 
could have been written only by someone from our neighborhood, since we are the 


closest. 











“They have already cut off my scholarship. I have not received anything since 
February. It is difficult. There is no one to put me through school. My 
brother who had a salary is now in prison and has been discharged from his job. 
And the one who is in the army now has to be put through school. 


“Earlier | was always very active. That is why they enrolled me in the party 
without my having applied. If the party organization were to give me some task 
now, any task whatever, whatever it would require of me, I would do it and prove 
myself to be exemplary. But I cannot talk with these people. The man who made 
the statement that I was a participant in the demonstrations was with me in 
prison in the same room. He admitted that he was involved in the demonstra- 
tions.” 


Old Imer tried once again to explain how he cared more for the present system 
than for his own family and how no one and nothing could change his opinion 
about that. As I was leaving the Bljakajs’ yard, I thought how very quiet it 
was there. In seeing us out to the gate, Ibis couldn't resist one more sen- 
tence. “There is a wedding at our neighbor's, and I cannot go; that's tougher 
for me than those 2 months in prison...." 


In Trbovac 


i was looking for the house of Sadri Cetaj in the village of Trbovac. The son 
Ramadan, a high school senior at the Educational Center in Istok, was also one 
of the participants in the demonstrations, so I was told. His sister's scholar- 
ship has been cut off because of that. 


It was not easy to get to the Cetajs’ house. The boy whom we asked to get Rama- 
dan returned and said that he was not at home, and his mother said she didn't 
know where he was. However, to help us he said that he thought that Ramadan was 
probably out in the fields nearby, and we could go and look. He was right. 


it was about 1900 hours. It was already twilight. I was standing with my 
friend in the dirt road with fields on both sides, some 250 meters from the 
group of young men of which Ramadan was one. The boy who had been helping us 
went and told him what we wanted. They talked for a long time, and then the two 
of them showed their intention to come to our car. Yet they stopped again and 
had another heated discussion. Then three of them started toward us. Again 
they stopped.... Finally, four lads arrived, and a bit later another, who ap- 
peared to be 30 or so, joined them. It was not difficult to guess which one of 
them was Ramadan Cetaj. Nervous, brusque, but self-confident, fiery, he asked 


me: if that fellow in the committee had allowed me to come, why didn't he come 
with me, why didn’t I go for permission to the president of his own local commu- 
nity, and, tor the matter of that, what do I care what he thinks? It was not a 
pleasant atmosphere. 1 turned on the tape recorder and asked this robust lad 
why he partictpated in the demonstrations, did the cutting off of the scholar- 
ship mean anything to him, and why, when he was so harsh, didn’t he state his 


vpinion publicly? 


"if I had been in the demonstrations, I would be in prison now. The scholar- 
ship? 1 haven't been receiving it for the past several months either. What is 








90,0007 You can drink that up in a tavern in one evening. I did not wear a 
cap, but if I had wanted, who could forbid me to do it?” 


He responded nervously to a question about what he thought about the events that 
had taken place: “Are they right...? Who knows. Even Mahmut Bakali didn't 
know whether they were right. How should I know? It doesn't matter what I 
think. Do I have to tell you? I think one thing now, and then.... 


"On the day of the demonstrations I was in Istok, but indoors. I did not take 
part. Anyone who wanted could.... I am interested in learning. What do I care 
what others think? I am not even interested in what others say. Had I been in 
the demonstrations, I would not be here. Write whatever you like, I don't give 
a damn. 


“And as for the cap, it is an ethnic symbol. I will wear it tomorrow if I like. 
| had the right to wear it, and now I'm not supposed to. No, it is not forbid- 
den, but it is undesirable so long as the situation is like this. If your hus- 
band has something which he considers his symbol, do you have the right to for- 
bid him to wear it? No one can prohibit that. It's the same with us. And I 
have mine. I will wear it when I like.... In any case, I told you, I don't 
care, write what you like....” 


The atmosphere was extremely unpleasant. It had already become dark, and it 
made good sense to break off this conversation. I did not ask Ramadan Cetaj if 
he would let me take his picture. We said good-bye to him and his friends who 
had been standing there, but none of them wanted to say anything. And Ramadan 
himself, it seemed to me, expressed more in his behavior than in the words which 
I have conveyed here. 


in Studenica 


The first man whom we met in Studenica was the father of Nesat Gasi, the one ve 
were looking for. He invited us to his house, but we still were left on the 
grass beside the road, and the father called Nesat. We were also joined by 
Nesat's two younger brothers. They listened quietly and looked at their brother 
unblinkingly. 


"!] would like to tell it just the way it was.... I am in the llth grade at the 
Ribar Brothers’ School Center in Istok. My name is Nesat Gasi from the village 
of Studenica. I was expelled from school just 2 weeks before the end of the 
school year. I did not have any hostile aim whatsoever that day. I was neither 
against Yugoslavia, nor against brotherhood and unity. That day I set off for 
school as on any other day. Since I had never seen demonstrations and such a 
large gathering, I was a bit surprised. I joined the crowd. A few days later 
they expelled me from the school. 


"| also had a scholarship from the opstina. Fifty thousand old dinars a month. 
it was not enough, but it still helped me. 1 used that money to pay for my 
monthly bus pass, and I was also able to buy a few textbooks. 














"My father was not here when I was expelled from school. He was off working in 
Germany. My uncle was here. Sometime afterward we all said what we had to say 
at the school. We swore that we would no longer behave like that. After those 
declarations, they took me away and held me for 28 hours in Istok. They ques- 
tloned me about what my purpose was and so on. I explained everything to then. 
That I did not have any hostile alm whatsoever. I know that blood was shed to 
win our freedom. I know that we were all together: Serbs, Montenegrins, Alba- 
lans and the rest. And I explained it all that way. It seems that they did 
wot understand me or did not believe me. 


“I am mot an excellent student, I am average.... 


No, mo one in the group of demonstrators called to me or tried to persuade me. 
it was Thursday, market day. My uncle had brought a pair of oxen to the market. 
ie had gone off to have lunch, and I was left with the oxen. But when he saw 
(ie group which was coming, my uncle immediately came back and said that we 
should quickly get out of the way and that the market would be disrupted. We 
eet off. We led the oxen and I came behind. When we reached the curb by tix 
bakery, they led me away. I was swept away by the crowd. No, I did mot know 

“. The police appeared at the supermarket. I came back home from there. 
| do mot know what happened after that. We did not go to school for a week af 
ter that. Then they asked us questions. After they interrogated us, they let 
us go home. They expelled me from school, they cut off my scholarship, that's 
how it is. 


inquired whether |! could enroll in school somewhere else. They scald that 
uld not accept me anywhere until I obtained a statement of consent [rom 
the president of the vouth organization and from those people in the committee 
for me 48 4 practical matter it is a question of ay future. i have said | was 
sorry a hundred times. [ didn’t need this. Before I was always involved, I 
participated ir all the events in the school. And now...now my neighbors avoid 
me. As though they are afraid of me. They believe the stories more than they 


lo me, thoweh I am telling the truth. 
mot eas (or ™. NOW | am at the best age. Il do mot knOw.... a thourn 
for development and advancement has been cut off. i feel like a bird 
ngs. Helpless. I have fallen very low. Had I known that it would 
cur it this way, | would have fled, I would have gone away, | would have been 
sure that I wasn't there. 
“If they would only let me enroll in school. Even without a holarship 
sould get by somehow. Today there is nothing without schoo! | wo | m 
hi lust to graduate from school. l would like to be a good youth a 
t itizen of this cowntry.... That is what I would Il ik« 


sat uttered all these words quietiy, bui with a great dea 
on his father began to speak. He spoke very correct Serb! 
» @sking how it was that his son knew hardly any Serbi 
ind explained: “I went to school in the time of Ki Pete At that 


re ou had to know Serbian. 











“well, as you see, | am already disabled. This son is my oldest, and I was re- 
lying on him. The other children are very small, and I have seven of then. Ve 
are living on welfare. We are very poor. I was hoping that Nesat would gradu- 
ate, get a job, and help me. And now this has happened to me. 


“I have always been against all the enemies of the new socialist Yugoslavia. I 
have nothing to complain of. I will write petitions. A son is 2 son. No one 
is perfect. He is young. He made a mictake, but they can forgive hia. I a 
certain that my child cannot be an enemy of this country, which has always 
helped us. My family is receiving 173,000 dinars in welfare. As a veteran | am 
receiving 74,000. We get by, though that is not auch. 


"I qualified for 7 months’ service as a fighter in the war. They have not ex- 
pelled me from the Federation of Veterans. ‘“o one has behaved differently to- 
ward me, everything is the same as before. 


"But even this | year, when it is lost, sets us back a great deal.” 


Returning from Studenica I was unable to avoid comparing Ramadan Cetaj and Nesat 
Casi. They are on the same list.... 


in Dubrava 


| was looking for Emina Maksutaj in the Dubrava Local Community headquarters in 
the village of Dubrava. Emina is studying Pnglish at the university in Prizren. 
Now she is also on the list of those whose loans or scholarships are being taken 
away, but not because she herself did anything, but because of her younger sis- 
ter, Serifa, of whom I have heard she wore a white cap on her head on the day 
before the demonstration took place in Istok. Emina was in Prizren that day. 
She heard about it only when she came home. 


flere again | first had to talk with the oldest man in the family, and only af- 
terward with someone else, if he allowed. Emina'’s uncle came out, and when we 
told him what we wanted to talk about, he sent a child for Emina. Serifa, her 
ounger ister, a student in the last year of high school, and her brother 
Rifat, a sophomore in high school, came along with Emina. A bit later their 
mother aleo came out of the howse. I did not te!l Emina that that very day they 
had decided to cut off the loan after all. I asked whether someone in her fam- 
ily head participated in the demonstrations and why her sister had worn the cap 
precisely that day, what was the situation in Prizren, and would she continue to 
20 to echool if her loan was cut off? Slowly, a bit in Serbian and a bit in Al- 
banian, Emina spoke without holding back: 


“Ywen oyeelf I do not know what I really think. Some people say that they saw 
my vmgest brother, who is in the let year of high school, that he participated 
in the demonstrations. He said that he did not take part. My sister said that 
he Just happened to wear the cap that day. She was supposed to take it to an 
‘td eecte. 1. was told that they would perhaps cut off the loan because of the 
rwo of them.... Amd I.... 1 did mot take part. When the demonstrations occur- 
ed ia Prizren, | saw everything, but my girl friend and I fled, so to speak. I! 
‘id mot know wi 't was happening. I had not heard anything before that. When I 
ume home, they told me sbout ay sister and brother.... 








“If they cut off the scholarship, I don’t know what I will do. 


“I was wery active in secondary school. I love music and songs. I vas a member 
of the folklore group. 1 always participated in the recitals we prepared. i 
always got slong well with all my colleagues, regardless of nationality. 


“And mow, if they cut off the loan, it is highly doubtful I will be able to con- 
tinwe to go to school. in any case I will not be able to go to school fulltime. 
Though the scholarship is emall, it made it quite a bit easier for me. There 
are nime of us in the family. I am the oldest. My father is rather old. He is 
mow working abroad. We are building a house, ve have bought land. And then me 
to suppert as well. That would be hard. I don’t know whether I will be able to 
continwe to go to school. They know that quite well. Those 70,000 mean @ great 
leal to me. And I think that it is not fair. When I talked with the people in 
the local community headquarters, I told them my opinion. I also talked with ay 
sister ond brother. I am the oldest, and they should obey me. I do not believe 
that their opinion differs from mine. My sister cried and said that she was 
sorry, even though it did just happen that way. Had she known, she would not 
have worm it. In any case, here she is, let her speak for herself....” 


Serifa: “Om ay home from school on Wednesday, I met my uncle who lives in Istok. 
He asked me to bring him Papa’s cap. Papa wore it only when he was here, and 
now be ie abroad. I cleaned the cap and took it to my uncle. I had a emall 

bee. and I could not put the cap in the bag, and I didn*t want to dirty it in my 
hants, so i put it on ay head. That is how I came to wear it to the school. My 
wmcle lives sot far from the school. I took the cap to hin. 


“There were demonstrations the next day in Istok. That day I went to school as 
usual. 1 was inside with the teachers and the other students. They didn’t let 
ue go owt. Thew didn't let those who were outside come in. On my home that day 
I met &. P., @ metehbor. He works in the committee headquarters. He asked me 
why | hed worm the cap. 1 told him that it just happened. He also asked me 
whether anyone had sald anything, whether I knew there would be demonstrations? 

| anewered that I did sot know anything and that no one had tried to persuade me 
of eamything. After that there were all kinds of stories. Even that i was a par- 
ticipant in the demonstrations and then this and then that.... But I have teach- 
ers ood setedents as witnesses who were with me. Later, here in Dubrava, various 
meetings were held in the local community headquarters. I had nothing to con- 
fees. Incidentally, | am an excellent student, | am a member of the literary 
cleb. I am good at recitation. I would like to study economics, but I do not 
know if I will be able. There are many of us children, we sre all going to 
echoo!, we are all good students, and we want to continue. But ay father cannot 
support it all.” 


fier brother Rifet is a sophomore. He says that he did not take part in the 
demonstrations. “I happened to be in the street coming home from school. There 
were about 20 of us. My homeroom teacher was with us. We headed for the 
school, bet they didn’t let ws enter the school. We stayed there until the 
crowd broke up.” 











the mother stood to one side the whole time. She appeared to be listening care- 
fully. Then she herself interwened. “We are a poor family. I have seven 
children. My husband is working abroad. I did not go to school, but I have 
tried to bring up ay children as vell as I could. To bring them up to be hon- 
orable and honest. I cannot tell you how bad I feel about it. My husband has 
also beard of all this. He has scolded us all in his letters. He is angry. He 
is giving us advice through his letters. We have so many problems of our own. 
We have six children going to school. It is not easy for us.” 


As | was leaving, Emina asked me to give her my address. She took a piece of 
paper and noted it down. 


So, those are the first four of the list of those whose scholarships are being 
cut of f because of.... After these conversations I had the strong impression 
that there were many more differences than similar. ies among them.... 


in Kovrage 


Zoja idrizaj lives in the village of Kovrage. This was a girl whom the secre- 
tary of the Istok Opstina Committee of the League of Communists had mentioned 
the previous day as a model of the behavior of a conscious young person. We 
asked her to come out, and she came into the meadow in front of the house. She 
spoke spontaneously and modestly. 


"I liwe here, but I go to the university in Belgrade. I was in Belgrade when 
the demonstrations took place in Istok. How bad my friends there felt about ev- 
erything that happened here. But no one was even concerned with the fact that I 
came from here. No one behaved differently toward me than usual for even a mo- 
ment. My friends here are mostly Albanians, in Belgrade they are mainly Serbs. 
There is no difference. 


“When | came home, I felt a need to take part in the work of the youth organiza- 
tior. 1 wanted to help, to work, though previously I had not been so active. 

To make my contribution in some way. The first time I attended a meeting of the 
youth organization, participants in the demonstrations also attended. I think 
there were six of them. Three said they were sorry, but that was not the way 
they thowght.... Ome of them sald that he didn’t expect that he would be put in 
jail. Bet what else could you expect, I asked him. ‘A republic,’ he said. You 
got what you deserved, I told him. And here there was an argument. He became 
quarreleome, he said: ‘Who are you to know whether we will get a republic or 
not?’ Others also broke in. Finally, the demonstrators were expelled from the 
youth organization, and they had to leave the meeting. 


“After that I had no problems at all. I attend the meetings regularly. I want 
ill this to be straightened out. Both here in the village and more broadly. I 
will fight with all ay strength. I will say that I am a conscious young person 
wherever [| am. Without fear and with pride. So many lives were given for this 
country. We are free, and there are enough of us who are ready to fight. That 
is what Tito taught us to do.” 




















ie Is Sleeping on Dodinje 


l said good-bye to Zoja. That evening | was to go to Pristina and the next day 
to Belgrade. Many impressions, few words vith which to express them. It is not 
possibie to draw any owera.l conclusion. After each conversation you seem to 
“mow more, but not to understand gore. In any case, it is all a delicate mat- 

r., ome gust take ereat care with one’s words and one’s actions. This aakes 
people less direct and spontaneous. Many disparate things are happening at the 
same time. On Friday ewening in the outdoor restaurant of the Karagas Hotel in 
vec | beard a preotesstomal singer sing the favorite song of the demonstrators 
“Kosovarja.” The audience tapped out the time enthusiastically. I asked the 
singer to write down tor me the words of the song in which a Kosovo woman is 
called upon to carry the flag and to be the leader. She wrote down the words o! 
the song, and whem | asked who wrote it, she pointed upward with her finger, be- 
inc ber back. I| understood that the song had been imported from Albania. She 
conliirmed it by nodding her head. 


by contrast with that, | had a pleasant surprise the next day in Pristina. As 
we were passing throwgh the city in a car which had Ljubljana license plates, we 
met a group of young men and women in Youth Srigade jackets. They were singing. 
when they noted the Ljubljana license plates, they stopped and gave us ihe Youth 
Brigade greeting: “A comradely greeting for Ljubljana.... And again... And 


yet again...."” It was extremely pleasant to be greeted that way here. It 
een't matter which part of the country you come from. in the evening | heard 
the song of the Youth Brigade members once again from the window of my ote! 

pom. in front of the Grand, and somewhat later from the streets of Pristina as 
well, it resounded: “Comrade Tito is sleeping on Dedinje, the wisest head in 
the world...," and “Comrade Tito, we give you our word...."” I was glad that a 
last impressions in Koes were like that. Early in the gorning | came back to 


Beizerade. 
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
